Over Long Route. 


One of the things stressed by this 
association is that any test of bridge 
ability must be over a long route.

For that reason it has been 
decided to make the forthcoming cham- 
pionship a real test in every sense of 
the word. 

To accommodate the large field 
which will go to the post it is abso- 
lutely essential to have qualifying 
rounds.

INTERRACIAL BODY HiT’ 
TENANT EXPLOWTATION 


Group Commends Call by 
Secretary Wallace for Capi- 
tal Conference. 


Constant precautions against exploi- 
tation of farm tenants, particularly 
negroes, were recommended by the 
commission on interracial co-operation 
Saturday in a statement commending 
the call issued by Secretary Wallace 
for a conference in Washington next 
week on the interests of tenant farm- 
ers under agricultural adjustment 
plans. 

“On the basis of first-hand inves- 
tigations in the black belt,” the com- 
mission said, “in many cases govern- 


ment benefits meant for the tenant | 


have been appropriated wholly or in 
large part by the landlord.” 

The statement said cases had been 
found where tenants turned their seed, 
feed, and fertilizer loans over to land- 
lords and had to borrow the money 
back again at double interest, and 
where the landlord used the tenant’s 
borrowings to buy supplies at whole- 
sale cash prices and resold them to 
the tenant at retail credit prices. 

“Cases were discovered,” the com- 
mission said, “in which food supplied 
free by the Red Cross for the relief 
of needy tenant farmers was distrib- 


uted by landlords and merchants and 
charged to the tenants for whom it 


was intended as a gift.” 
In other cases, it continued, the 
benefits of cotton reduction operations, 


intended to be shared equally, were 


appropriated in large measure by the 
landlord, 


The practices complained of, the 
statement said, were “by no means 
universal but were common enough to 
demand constant precautions.”

Brigadier General James H. Reeves, 
commanding general of the fourth coast 
artillery district, with headquarters 
at Fort McPherson; Colonel] S. Field 
Dallam, in charge of reserve affairs 
for eight southern states; Lieutenant 
Colonel T. H. McHatton, president of 
the Georgia department Reserve Offi- 
cers’ Association; Major Joseph R. 
Cooke, Colonel W. M. Wilder, Major 
Pope Holliday, Captain H. B. Emigh 
Jr., Lieutenant M. N. Tutwiler and 
Lieutenant B. F. Merritt Jr. are 
scheduled to speak. A prize drill of 
Griffin High School R. O. T. C., a 
chemical demonstration to tbe conduct- 
ed by Major Victor Parks, chemical

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Detention Home Assailed by Jury. 


Is Termed ‘Disgrace’ by Visitor 


By RALPH T. JONES. 
The report of the Fulton county 


attention to an institution that, by 
its condition and the use to which it 


is put, can be ‘rightfully classed as 
the outstanding disgrace of Fulton 
county. 

The juvenile detention” home, on 
Central avenue, is a place barely fit 
for habitation by animals, yet in it 
are confined, behind rusting bars, 
mere ehildren, boys and girls who, 
often through no fault of their own, 
have come under the jurisdiction of 
the courts. 

None of these unfortunate young- 
sters stay in the detention home long, 
a week or so being the longest for 
any of them. In a week, however, 
seeds that will create criminals of 
worse type in after years may be 
sown, : 

The youngsters are kept there 
either until their cases can be heard 
in juvenile court or until their par- 
ents or guardians can be found and 
means of providing proper homes for 
them arranged. | 

It is, basically, impossible to make 


a proper institution for such a pur-j|ba 


pose out of the building on Central 
avenue. Built immediately after the 
War Between the States, it is so old 
and decayed that the very bricks are 
crumbling, the plaster falls whenever 
there is a moderately hard shower and 
a heavy rain brings water into ,the 
basement dining room, kitchen hnd 
boiler room. 
Segregation System Faulty. 
There are five dormitories, one for 


negro girls, one for negro boys and 
two. for white boys. Thus the white 


boys are the only ones who enjoy any 
degree of separation of the incorrigi- 
bles from those merely unfortunate. 
One side of the building doesn‘t 
boast a window and the toilets, which 
are all on this side, are dark and 
musty closets. There is one shower 
room in the basement for white and 
colored ‘boys, though it does boast five 
separate showers with flimsy wooden 
partitions between and the white boys 
use separate showers from the negroes. 
The dormitories have old, rusty iron 
coats, with a thin and often moldy 
straw mattress on each,.. Over this 
is a piece of cotton sheeting, itself 
not too clean. The home has recent- 
ly started washing its own ,linen, 
which is hung to dry on the rear 
porch. Formerly it was «one at 
another county institution, but the 
superintendent of the home said that 
it was not satisfactorily cleaned. 
All windows, not many in number, 
are covered with heavy iron mesh, 
while the doors have a slot at about 
the height of a man’s head, about 18 
inches wide and six inches deep. This 
is covered with two or three rusty irou 


rs. 

Most of the windows have broken 

panes of glass, this, it is said, being 

caused by the inmates who cannot be 

prevented from breaking the panes. 
Old-Fashioned Heating. 

The place is heated with a small. 
old-fashioned boiler, though it was 
said that this supplies plenty of hot 
water. 

The dining room for white inmates 
is in the basement, \vhile the negroes 


are served*in their dormitories. A 
soiled tablecloth covered one of the 
tables, when this visitor saw the 
place, with an uncovered pickle jar 
and molasses container in the center. 
A couple of flies were enjoying the 
molasses, 

Formerly thédining room and kitch- 
en were three or four inches deep 
in water with every hard rain, but 
this trouble has heen reduced by the 
building of a two-foot retaining ‘wall 
outside. © | 

It is pitiful that young lives should 
ever be caged, like criminals or beasts, 


behind barred doors and windows. { 


ae but in some cases, unavoid- 
able. 

It is ghastly that they should be 
put in such a place as the Fulton 
county detention home, no matter 
what they have done nor how hard- 
ened they may be at 12 or 16 years 
of age. 

And it is more ghastly when it 
is known that some of the children 
kapt in this place are merely being 
held as witnesses, or because they are 
homeless waifs and there is no other 
place for them.

If you ask officials of the courts, . 
prosecutors, deputy sheriffs, detec- | 
tives or others, they will tell you that | 
the numbers game ia played only by | 
the ignorant negroes and the most ig- | 
norant classes of whites. “Intelligent | 
people wouldn’t take such a_ wild) 
chance of winning.” they say. “even ' 
if they had no moral scruples against | 
gambling.” 

This may be the helief of the offi- 
cials. But there can be no doubt they 
are overly optimistic, from their point 
of view. Anyone who wants to can’ 
ascertain beyond argument, by one. 
day's quiet investigation, that intelli- | 
genee, riches, standing in the com- | 
munity, social position or no other fac- | 
tor enters deeply into the determina- | 
tion of who plays this game. 

No Class Unrepresented. 

There is no class or subdistinction 
of class that does not contribute its. 
players. Stating that one quarter of the. 
population play is putting the num- 
ber at a very low ratio. 

For the sake of the uninitiate, it | 
may he explained that the basis of 
the “numbers game,” is the belief 
of the player that he can name in ad- | 
‘ance the three figures in the 
thousands column of the daily total 
salem in the bond market. | 

The man with whom he bets, cor- | 
responding to the bookmaker at a 
race track, pays off at the rate of 500 
for one in the event the player picks 
the correct three figures. inasmuch 
as there are 999 possible combina- 
tions to choose from, the bet is 909 
to one against the player, but he col- | 
lects only 500 times the amount of 
his ante if he wins. 

The bookmaker, or “banker” as he | 
is called, does not make a clear profit 
of 3O per cent, however. Out of 
his winnings he pays the “writer,” 
the man who actually contacts the 
player, a commission of 25 per cent. 
Then there is a go-between who links | 
the ‘writer’ to the “banker,’ known 
as the “pick up.” He gets 10) per 
cent, Leaving a net profit, if the 
law of averages works properly, of 
only 15 per cent to the “hanker,’ out 
of which he must pay all his over- 
head expenses, including office, book- 
keeping, ete., and, in event of a raid 
and arrest, his lawyer's fees and court

Solicitor McClelland, of | 
the city court of Atlanta, believes that 
this margin is too small to make the | 
racket attractive for long and, with | 
the steady drain imposed by prosecu- | 
tion mm the courts, that the “numbers” | 
,game will gradually pass from exist- 
ence for lack of men willing to act 
as “bankers.” 

Many Players “Gypped. 

Of course, the natural result of the 

illegality of the racket is that not, 
infrequently players fail to collect | 
their winnings. The “banker” who| 
has been lucky enough to avoid catch- 
ing a winner among his customers for 
some days, grows careless and spends 
the money he has taken in, without 
providing a reserve fund. 
. Then he hits an unlucky streak, 
holders of winning numbers crop up 
too frequently among his clients and 
soon he has to leave town when he 
is unable, or unwilling, to pay off. 
(yr incur the dangerous wrath of his 
competitors. 

Solicitor-General 
of Fulton, estimates that 
and 60 indictments against 
of “number games” are returned | 
through his office every month. Some 
of these enter guilty pleas, pay their 
fines or are otherwise disposed of, 
Those seeking trial are referred to the 
eitvy eourt of Atlanta, inasmuch as 
the offense is classed only as a’ mis- 
demeanor. 

In addition to the cases originating 
in the superior court and grand jury. 
Solicitor McClelland stated that more 
than a hundred cases are made in his 
every month. 

Convictions the Rule. 

Convictions in such cases are the! 
rule. Solicitor McClelland said he 
had failed to convict in only one trial 
eo far this year and in that case the 
defendant. at a second trial, was con- | 
victed and sentenced to pay a fine of | 
&1.000 and serve 12 months in jail. 

Fines are assessed against first of- | 
fenders but. in cases of second offend- | 
ers, both fine and jail sentence are, 
invariably imposed. 

Fines range anywhere from $50, for 
the minor employes of the “numbers” 
concerns, to $1,000 when a higher-up. 
or “banker” is convicted. A fine of 
S500 is a common amount in these 
casea, | 

With approxivately 150 cases made. 
a month, and with the fine in each 
case averaging well up in three fig- 
ures. it is easy to see that the county 
of Fulton is reaping a handsome fi- 
nancial income from those who con- 
tribute their pennies and dimes to the 
“number” writers, Even at an aver-| 
aze fine of $100, it will amount to 
Zi} u) a month. And the average. 
will run much higher than that.

Renaming of Assistant Su- 
perintendent Predicted, 
Despite Opposition.

Despite an effort of a group of 
members of the Atlanta board of edu- 
eation to forestall his re-election, H. 
Reid Hunter, for 13 years assistant 
superintendent of Atlanta public 
schovls, will be renamed at Tuesday’s 
meeting of the board, it was predicted 
Saturday. 

Thomas W. Clift. business manager 
of schools and assistant superintend- 
ent, also is slat.d for re-election. Clift 
will begin his second term. Both as- 
sistants are named for three-year 
terms. 

Probationary teachers, who have 
not yet been added to the regular 
lists, also are slated for renomination 
by Willis A. Sutton, who also will 
submit the names of both assistant 
superintendents. 

The only other matter slated for 
consideration will be adoption of of 
the 1934-35 school calendar. 

Only one change of importance is 
asked.

herself. 

The clever Japanese, who entered 
into commerce with the outside world 
only 80 years ago, have learned so 
rapidly that they are underselling 
even England's greatest commodity. 
textiles. The colonies are buying 
papanese products at such a rate 
that the business of the mother coun- 


try is being harmed. 
British leaders have seen this trend 


for some time. It caused anxiety. 
The British policy of government is 
Jargely based on the theory that 
economic co-operation between the 
units of the empire creates British 
prosperity. Decidedly, the Japanese 
rise to commercial power in the col- 
onies was no help to the success of 
this theory. 

So Great Britain asked Japan to 
discuss the subject. Representa- 
tives of both nations met politely in 
London, debated the matter—and got 
nowhere. Japan's trade with the 
colonies increased. Her trade like- 
wise increased with that part of the 
empire which is called India. De- 
epite the intense “buy British’ cam- 
jpaign, Japanese goods sell briskly 
im FPongland itself. 

Apparently exasperated by the sit- 
ation, England acted. Walter Run- 
ciman, president of the British board 
wf trade, called in Ambassador 
Matsudaira and told him that either 
Bapan would ease up on those ship- 
ments of goods into the _ British 
wolonies or Great Britain would cut 
them down herself.

Undoubtedly it was pure coinci- 
Hence, but the British warning to 
Japan came only a fortnight after 
Japan's “hands off Asia” warning 
to the western world. 

The Anglo-Japanese trade negotia- 
tions have been in progress for 
months: the Japanese rise in trade 
power has been terrific ever since 
the World War cut off England from 
much of her textile markets and 
killed much of Germany's toy sales. 
Any effort to see an immediate cause 
and effect between the Japanese 
Asiatic policy and the British trade 
declaration would be more microscop- 
fe than far-sighted. 

There is no immediate connection, 
wertainly,. Great Britain's warning 
4 not a retaliatory measure for a 
Japanese foreign policy. But there 
és a definite corollary between trade 
and empire. 

Japan rose to trade power by war 
--a war which Great Britain was 
fighting so far away that commerce 
was forgotten. England was forced 
#o abandon her great market in 
China. It was wide open. Japan 
Pntered. 

And, by war also, Japan lost the 
Bream of that market. Chinese na- 
tionalists were aroused when Japa- 
ese troops marched up through Man- 
ehuria, swept Chinese armies asice, 
and created Manchukuo. Various 
Chinese merchants’ embargoes were 
placed on Japanese goods.

BRITISH SEE CASH 
AS ARMS RAGE BA 


Memories of World War 
Also To Insure Peace, 
Statesman Declares. 


LONDON, May 5.—Against “Euro- 
pean feuds and nationalistic ideas” 
a foreign office spokesman today set 
up a “shortage of cash and memories 
of the World War’ as factors pre- 
venting a new arms race. 

British statesmen, he added, will 
continue their intensive study of the 
entire arms problem during the week- 
end, but it was understood London's 
program will depend on soundings 
Captain Anthony Eden, the British 
lord privy seal, is to make at League 
of Nations council sessions later this 
month. 

It was reliably reported that the 
British have virtually decided that 
only a barely adequate defense policy 
is possible in view of the shortage 
of money. 

The British, fully informed about 
plans of other powers, were said by 
the spokesman to have indicated a 
belief that there is little possibility 
of a reckless arms race, though na- 
tionalistic arms schemes may ensue 
should efforts to bring about disarma- 
ment break down completely. 

The viewpoint here, according to the 
informant, is that the nations may 
cease general moves to arrange an 
arms limit should an impasse occur 
and change to independent and non- 
co-operative programs. All, however, 
would be bound by available cash and 
public opinion. 

Responsible persons in official cir- 
cles believe that “what is left of the 
world disarmament conference” is un- 
likely to add anything constructive 
to the picture but, the informant said, 
British statesmen are hoping for a 
“miracle” at Geneva. 

The British cabinet’s disarmament 
committee spent an extremely busy 
week, but all interested officials em- 
phasized that this country has not 
yet completely developed an arms pro- 
gram of any sort. 

It is expected that Captain Eden 
will ascertain the “final word” of the 
other powers at Geneva, but it was 
indicated there is apparently little pos- 
sibility of an about face on the part 
of France and others. France has 
refused to enter further arms nego- 
tiations outside Geneva and has ein- 
barked on a program of increasing her 
air, navy and land defense forces. 
Just as firmly, Germany demands re- 
armament for herself or disarmament 
of other powers. 

From the ‘ultimate decision on the 
arms problem is expected to emerge 
a new British military and political 
policy toward continental countries 
and perhaps toward nations in other 
parts of the world. 

Officials declined to say whether 
Captain Eden's soundings will be com- 
bined with an offer of new British 
proposals and denied that a definite 
new plan for European disarmament 
was being studied. 

Reports current during the past 
weeks that the British air force may 
be enlarged continued to be heard de- 
spite a lack of official verification.

Enactment of Bill To 
Back 30 Per Cent of Na- 
tion’s Money by Metal 
Predicted by Leaders. 


WASHINGTON, May . 5.—(4)— 
Senate silver bloc leaders left a train 
conference with President Roosevelt 
today confident of legislation at this 
.session to increase the use of silver 
money, but without a definite com- 
mitment. ’ 

Back in the capital this afternoon, 
they predicted that a bill would be 
enacted setting as an objective the 
backing of 30 per cent of the nation’s 
money by silver. 

They understood the chief execu- 
tive and his financial assistants were 
devoting the week-end to a study of 
the silver question with a view to 
working out an agreement early next 
week. : 

After dropping the conferees at 
Baltimore, the president continued to 
New York with copies of the pending 
silver bills in his hands for study. 
He sent Eugene Black, governor of 
the federal reserve board, back to 
Washington to try to work out some- 
thing. 

Agreement in Sight. 

Though nothing will be settled defi- 
nitely before another conference Mon- 
day, the silver leaders were unani- 
mously of the opinion taht an agree- 
ment was in sight. One of them said 
the chief executive’s attitude was “as 
different as owed and white” from his 
reception of previous,suggestions for

silver legislation. 

While the legislators refused to dis- 
cuss the details of the conference, they 
returned to Washington with definite 
hope for legislation along these lines: 

A statutory declaration looking to- 
ward the creation of a 30 to 70 ratio 
with gold in money backing. 

Nationalization of silver through 
the condemnation of ‘existing stocks in 
this country, except that needed for 
industrial uses, at the market price 
but not to exceed 50 cents an ounce. 

A permissive silver purchase pro- 
gram, through which the president 
could gradually increase the treas- 
ury’s stock on monetary silver toward 
the 30-70 objective without sky-rock- 
eting the price. 

Possible approval of the Dies plan 
for a bonus price on silver received 
in exchange for American goods, but 
with the understanding it would be 
permissive in nature. 

To substantiate their belief that an 
agreement was in sight, the silver 
leaders said much of the hour confer- 
ence was devoted to the question of 
parliamentary procedure, 

Legislation Idea Accepted. 

They said the president’s interest in 
this phase of the question indicated 
he was accepting the idea there would 
be legislation. It was generally be- 
lieved that in case of an agreement, 
the silver legislation would be put 
through as a separate bill, instead of 
as a rider to the Glass loan bill, as 
has been proposed. 

The silver leaders were prepared, in 
case of an agreement Monday to 
withdraw the Thomas amendment now 
pending to the Glass bill, let the loans 
to industry legislation go through, and 
bring up the silver legislation later. 

If an agreement could not be reach- 
ed Monday, they said they were will- 


000|}ing to postpone the issue, by laying 


the Glass bill and the amendment 
aside, pending negotiations. 

This would permit the senate to 
begin debate Monday on the stock 
market control bill, with its pending 
amendment to modify the securities 
act of 1933.

New Air Lines Make Atlanta | 
Hub of Southern Activity 


WASHINGTON, May 5.—(?)}— 
A southern transcontinental air line, 
spam@ing from Charleston, §S. C., west- 
ward, and four other routes through 
or penetrating the south were added 
to the air mail service .today. 

The postoffice department called for 
bids on these‘\new lines, which, with 
the contracts already awarded, will 
give Dixie one of the most complete 
systems for air transportation in any 
section of the country. 

Bids for contracts on the five lines 
will be opened May 25. 

An advertisement calling ‘for bids 
on a sixth line, to swing from New 
York down through Virginia, Ten- 
nessee and Arkansas to Fort Worth, 
Texas, was prepared but later with- 
drawn by Postmaster General Farley 
for a study of the feasibility of trim- 
ming off the Washington-New York 
section. 

Stops on the new transcontinental 
routes will be Charleston, Augusta and 
Atlanta, Ga., Birmingham, Ala., Me- 
ridian and Jackson, Miss., Monroe and 
Shreveport, La., and Dallas and Fort 
Worth. The contract on the Fort 
Worth-Los Angeles section of the 
eross-continent line already has been 
awarded, 

One trip each east and west will 
be made daily and the company award- 
ed the contract must equip its planes 
to carry passengers. 

Ports of call on the withdrawn New 
York-Fort Worth route would have 
been Philadelphia, Baltimore, Wash- 
ington, Charlottesville, Lynchburg.

17 ARE AGQUITTED 
UF RACKET CHARGE 


CHICAGO, May 5.—(UP)—One of 
the longest criminal trials in modern 


court history came to 2 close today 
when 17 defendants, accused of ex- 
torting $2,000,000 from Chicago busi- 
nessmen in racket conspiracies, were 
acquitted by a jury. The trial had 
been in progress four months. 

The jury, which had spent many 
long weeks away from their families 
while attorneys presented evidence in 
the case, spent 20 hours deliberating. 

‘bhe case brought to a climax the 
drive of the state’s attorney to end 
bombing of legitimate business houses 
who refused to submit to the racketeer- 
ing influences of so-called union or- 
ganizers. Alphonse (Scarface Al) Ca- 
pone and Murray Humphries, two of 
the most notorious in Chicago's ex- 
tensive underworld, were indicted in 
the case but did not stand trial. Ca- 
pone is in federal prison and Hum- 
phries could not be found. 

Among the defendants who were 
tried were several prominent persons, 
incliding Dr. Benjamin M. Squires, 
University of Chicago economist, na- 
tionally known government labor arbi- 
trator and former czar of the clean- 
ing and dyeing industry. 

Leading Feature. 
_ Aaron Sapiro, New York attorney 
and nationally known organizer of 
farm co-operatives and counsellor for 
the Chicago Laundry Owners’ Asso- 
ciation, was another leading figure in 
the ranks of the defense. 

The case went to the jury late yes- 
terday, four months to the day after 
the first juror was selected. 

Indictments against the original 26 
defendants covered 23 counts. The 
general charge was that organizations 
of business owners in the laundry, lin- 
en supply, carbonated heverage and 
cleaning and dyeing industries were 
used as weapons for personal gain of 
their organizers.

Daylight Savings Proposal, 
Council Slash, Up Monday 


Reduction of Atlanta’s 39-member 
council to a body of 18 members and 
@hsidering of a proposal to establish 
daylight saving time for the city dur- 


ing the summer months are billed as 
the major matiers to face council at 
its meeting beginning at 2 o'clock 
Monday afternoon. 

The charter revision committee, 
headed by:Alderman G. Everett Milli- 
can, of the tenth ward, will recommend 
the smaller council, making it contin- 
gent, however, on a second successful 
city-wide referendum. 

Under the plan present ward lines 
will be retained and one councilman 
will be nominated by the voters of 
each of the wards to represent them. 
The aldermanic board will be composed 
of five members—one from each of 
the four quadrants of the city as di- 
vided for numbering purposes, and 
one from the city at large to be mayor 
pro tem. The aldermen will be nomi- 
nated as at present from the entire 
city electorate. 

If the program is consummated all 
members of the present council will 
relinquish their jobs effective Decem- 
ber 31, 1936. Successors wil] be nomi- 
nated and elected in the fall of 1935. 

Opposition Fades. 

Little opposition to the program is 
expected since all committee opposition 
wilted when proponents agreed to an- 
other referendum on the matter. Cit- 
izens voted for a smaller council about 
four years ago by a majority of about 
two and one-half to one. Legislative 
sanction is a prerequisite to making 
the reduction effective. 

Alderman I. Gloer Hailey, co-au- 
thor of the proposal to establish day- 
light saving time for Atlanta, Sat- 
urday returned to the city and pre- 
pared to lead a determined battle on 
the floor of council for passage of 
the minority favorable report on the 
measure. 

The ordinance committee, after a 
lengthy hearing Thursday afternoon, 
voted three against two for it. Alder- 
man J. Sid Tiller, also a co-author, 
will champion passage and a close 
battle is anticipated. 

Among other major matters to he 
considered at the council session are: 

1. Recommendation that all notes 
representing debt be recorded with the 
city clerk and that a fee shall be as- 
sessed. The measure comes from Mil- 
lican’s committee. 

For Interest Rate Cut. 

2. A proposal from the Miuillican 
committee, and championed by Coun- 
cilman John A. White, that the legal 
rate of interest in Georgia be reduced 
from eight to six per cent a year. 
This requires legislative approval. 

3. Adverse report of the ordinance 
committee to a proposal to require 
the Atlanta Coach Company to re- 
duce bus fare for school children 
from 10 cents to five cents a trip. 

4. Recommendation of the police 
committee that the licenses of fvour 
sellers of 3.2 beer be revoked on the

HOME SECURITY DEEDS

The government’s new set-up for

Walker Sets Record in 
Dash as Tech Wins 
66 1-2-63 1-2. 


ATHENS, Ga. May 5.—Perrin 
Walker, the long-legged Georgia Tech 
track star; led his teammates on San- 
ford Field today as they eked out a 
66 1-2 to 63 1-2 victory over the 
Georgia Bulldogs in a thrilling con- 
test which witnessed the breaking of 
four Tech-Georgia records. : 

Walker, in the first event in which 
he participated, broke the Southeast- 
ern conference record for the 100-yard 
dash with a time of 9.6. He also 
came first in the 220-yard dash. high 
jump. placed second in the shot put, 
and third in the broad jump. : 

Graham Batchelor, Georgias star 
weight man, made four firsts for the 
individual high point honors with 20 
points to ease out Walker. who scored 
19 points. 

The Georgia freshmen easily defeat- 
ed the Tech frosh, 11 to 3, while their 
big brothers were going down in de- 
feat. Only first places counted in 
the frosh meet. k 

Records Broken. 

Batchelor broke the Tech-Georgia 
record for the discus and shot, with 
a discus throw of 144 feet, 9 inches, 
and a 47-foot, 1-2 inch shot put. Billy 
Maddox broke the 120-yard low hur- 
dies record, turning in a time of 15.4, 
but barely beating McMichael of Tech 
across the tape. : 

The contest, which was witnessed 
by a record crowd of 600 people, was 
nip and tuck throughout and not un- 
til the final event, the relay race, 
was the outcome decided. 

Georgia was leading up to the relay, 
63 1-2 to 61 1-2, but Walker, run- 
ning as anchor man, put on a superb 
burst of speed that took the relay 
and track meet right out of Georgias 
hands. 


Calhoun Scores. 

Wesley Calhoun, Georgia, breasted 
the tape ahead of Jim Davenport in 
the 440-yard and 880-yard dashes and 
brought the long-striding Walker down 
the final stretch of the relay in a 
heart-breaking finish which failed by 
inches. 

Billy Maddox, Georgia, took the 
120-yard high hurdles away from Mc- 
Michael of Tech, and using his per- 
fect form, fought Dean around the 
famous false curve to win the 220- 
yard low hurdles. : 

West, Tech, took first in the mile, 
and Campbell won the two-mile. Dun- 
can, vaulted 11 feet, 8 inches, for a 
Tech first in the pole vault in the 
only other initial place that wasn’t 
scored by the versatile Walker. 

The Georgia Bullpups’ rout of Tech 
was featured by the 880-yard dash of 
Shorter Rankin, Georgia, who turned 
in a fast time of 2 minutes, 8 1-10 
seconds, and the hurdling of Spec 
Towns in the 120-yard high hurdles. 
Townes slipped in the low hurdles to 
place second, with Tufts, of Tech, 
coming first.

Experience plays a big part in se- 
lecting the right club for any shot. 
However, use a driver off the tee 
when you need distance and don’t have 
to be straight. If direction counts, 
drive with a brassie. 

Use a brassie or spoon off the fair- 
way when the lie is good and you're not 
too particular about direction. If di- 
rection is needed use a long iron. 

For shots through the fairway al- 
ways consider first how high the ball 
must fly. For recovery shots always 


-use a well lofted and wide clubface. 


Use the putter only on the greens.

Grid Theories |

HAMILTON, N. Y., May 5.—(P) 
Andy Kerr, whose Colgate teams know 
all the black magic of football, today 
used his gridiron as a laboratory to 
test football changes he considers will 
equalize brains and brawn. 

Kerr’s theories to be used by the 
Colgate varsity and a team of stars of 
the past include: 

1. Twelve men on a side, one a 
signal caller, who names the plays 
but does not take part in them. 

2. Passing the ball from any point 
behind the line of scrimmage. The 
rule is five yards back. 

3. Awarding points for downs and 
granting five downs instead of four. 

Colgate’> Red Raiders always have 
been an alert, deceptive outfit as well 
as a team well grounded in football 
fundamentals. Kerr believes the more 
open the play; the more speed, the 
better are the chances of the lighter 
teams and the more interesting to 
spectators, : 

Under the 12-man plan the quar- 
terback would be a ball carrier and 
the signal caller would map the plays, 
This would assure that the man who 
directs the team would be clear-head- 
ed.

They are the ones who 
make money on cotton even at a 
low price, while those who pay no 
attention to soil-building and con- 
servation are lucky if they are able 
to grow a bale on three acres. — 

The government’s plans will 
likely determine the size of the cot- 
ton crop this year and probably 
the next. Im the meantime x is 
within the realm of possibility that 
some control method may be work- 
ed out through voluntary co-opera- 
tion on part of the growers. 

ln the meantime the reduced 
acreage will give growers an op- 
portunity to pay more attention 
to soil building and conservation, 


elso \the formation of more one-variety 


communities where selected high- 
grade, long-staple cotton will be 
grown and ginned, and cultural 
methods that will produce a profit 
to the growers. Those farmers who 
do not know or are in doubt how 
to proceed along those lines have 
only to read their agricultural pub- 
lications, consult their county farm 


agent or a district federal agent, 


the advice and services of these 
agents being available for the ask- 
ing. 

While the farmers are thus help- 
ing themselves, a matter over which 
they have no control is being 
pushed that will aid them in secur- 
ing a just price for better grade 
and staple and, at the same time, 
save them a considerable sum in 
the baling and handling of cotton. 

High-density gin compression, 
which will give we a eompact, 
smaller bale, wrapped in cotton 
bagging; weighed, graded and 
stapled by a licensed government 
agent at the gin; to be sold on a 
net weight basis, is apparently on 
the way to accomplishment. This 
will create competitive local mar- 
kets, and eliminate the practice of 
under-grading and stapling by local 
buyers. It will also improve the 
status of American cotton in for- 
eign markets, where it is classed 
as the worst-looking bale produced 
by any nation, 

Cotton will always be grown in 
the south, but the time has come 
when only the good farmer, the one 
who uses his head as well as hands, 
can grow the staple at a profit.

W.th the acceptance by the Phil- 
ippine legislature of the offer of in- 
dependence under the terms of the 
bill passed at this session of con- 
gress, the first step is taken in a 
10-year program that will see the 
islands gradually emerge to full 
freedom in a decade’s time.

FOLLY OF SMALL COUNTIES. 

No more convincing argument of 
the advisability of county mergers, 
for the dual purpose of better pub- 
lic service and the reduction of the 
burden on taxpayers, could be ad- 
vanced: than the statements regard- 
ing the fiscal condition of Butts 
made by officials of the 
county in connection with the 
hearing before the state prison 
commission on charges of irregu- 
larities in the conduct of its con- 
vict camp. 

Regardless of the merits of that 
controversy, the people of every 
county in the state should take to 
heart the voluntary admission of 
Acting Warden White, of Butts 
county, that the county is ‘‘so 
small” that it “would be foolish” 
for it to attempt to furnish even 
so humanitarian a public service as 
hospital facilities for its sick con- 
victs. 

In his written defense of the 
charges advanced by a legislative 
committee that convicts in Butts 
county are being improperly treat- 
ed, Warden White says: 


With only 22 convicts, a small 
county, overwhelmed in debt, no 
credit and really no need of a regu- 
lar hospital for so small a number of 
men, even if it had been financially 
able to build a hospital, as the costs 
of keeping competent help, nurses 
and equipment being prohibitory, no 
county would be foolish enough to un- 
dertake such a venture. 

There are no better people in 


Georgia than the citizens of Butts 
county, but it is evident from this 
statement that they are not getting 
the type of government they should 
have, and that they are paying more 
than they should even for good 
public service. 

There are only a dozen or so of 
the 159 counties in the state having 
a higher tax rate than Butts, and 
yet, despite this unbearably heavy 
tax load being borne by its tax- 
payers, the county government is 
so deeply in debt that its eredit 
has been wrecked, and it is not 
able to furnish public service in 
any measure commensurate with 
the high taxes assessed upon the 
property owners of the county. 

Butts county has a population of 
approximately 12,000, living on an 
area of only 203 square miles. It 
impossible for so

is manifestly 
small a population to support, even 
under a practically confiscatory tax 
load, a eounty government eapable 
of rendering efficient service. 
According to the figures in the 
comptroMer general’s office at the 
State capital, Butts county in 1932 
had total taxable values, including 
corporations, of only $3,048,132, 
and its revenue from ad valorem 
taxes came to only $56,085, other 
tax revenues making the total re- 
ceipts of the county treasury $64,- 
000 for the year. Certainly it is 
not to be expected that modern 
and efficient government service 
can be financed by any such sum.

CHILDREN’S PREVENTABLE ILLS. 

For more than three months the 
Georgia State Pediatric Society has, 
through articles appearing in .the 
Sunday Constitution, furnished vi- 
tally important information to par- 
ents concerning the diseases of 
childhood. 

This series of articles contains 
no more valuable phase than the 
revelation of the number of dis- 
eases that are preventable with the 
proper care and precautions. This 
is emphasized in the .article on tu- 
berculosis in children, appearing on 
the opposite pagé. 

In the past the development of 
this dread affliction in children has 
been generally considered as being 
hereditary. Medical science has 
definitely proven that the disease 
is not inherited, but that it is con- 
tracted solely from germs, general- 
ly in the case of children, as the 
result of contact or close assocla- 
tion with their elders who are vic- 
tims, of the disease. 

So it is with other diseases of 
childhood. As the pediatric so- 
ciety states in today’s article, 
where there are no germs there is 
no disease. 

There is no more important 
phase of child care than the pro- 
tection of immature little bodies 
from the ravages of germs, and the 
pediatric society is rendering an 
outstanding service in stressing 
this fact upon parents. 


THE MAIL GOES THROUGH. 

The danger incident to the carry- 
ing of the air mail by no means com- 
prises the only perils incident to 
postal service, it is pointed out in 
a news bulletin of the National 
Geographic Society, in which are 
described many of the hazards that 
test the minds and muscles of the 
hardy men who take the mail to the 
far-off corners of the United States. 


The society points out that ‘“‘the 
winter struggle against storm and 
ice, driving snow and _ sub-zero 
weather is shared alike by the mail 
pilot aloft, the Alaskan musher with 
his plodding dog team, and count- 
less carriers on rural routes in 
western and mid-western states.” 


Point Barrow, Alaska, this coun- 
try’s northernmost postoffice, is 
served by a dog mail route from 
‘Kotzebue, 650 miles away. The mail 
team leaves Point Barrow early in 
November in order that the Christ- 
mas mail may be picked up and re- 
turned by Christmas. On the more 
southerly route from Nenana to 
Iditarod, a distance of 350 miles, a 
weekly service is. maintained. The 
pay is high, being $864 for the trip, 
but as an average of 900 pounds of 
mail is carried, the carrier, seldom 
able to ride, must plod his way 
along through snow and blizzard. 


‘In summer this territory, mostly 
bogs and water-soaked tundra, must 
be traveled by flat boats pulled 
along shallow streams by horses. 
Where the water becomes too deep 
for the horse, he is taken aboard 
and an outboard motor attached. 

Nearer home, to reach the islands 
in Lake Erie, the mail must be car- 
ried by a combination sailboat, row- 
boat, ice yacht and sled so that 
every combination of weather can 
be successfully combatted. In Idaho 
the mail in winter is carried on 
snowshoes over the bleak miles be- 
tween the towns of Rocky Bar and 
Atlanta. 

In sharp contrast to these de- 
liveries, requiring persistent and 
courageous effort, are such eity 
systems as New York’s “blow gun 
mail,’ comprising 27 miles of pneu- 
matic tubes beneath the streets 
through which,® at intervals of ten 
seconds, shoot carriers holding 400 
letters each and traveling at the 
rate of 30 miles per hour. 

The United States postal service 
of today, with its 232,000 workers, 
is a far cry, the Geographic Society 
points out, from pre-revolutionary 
days when stagecoach mail took six 
weeks to go from Boston to Phil- 
adelphia, and cost as much as $10 
to send a single letter for that dis- 
tance. But the objective is the same, 
the society points out, in quoting 
a postal inspector of colonial days 
who expressed the opinion that “the 
public good is the sole inducement 
for taking so much trouble as we 
do.”’

But the 
aftermath would be a hundred times 
worse than the recent economic up- 
heaval. War settles nothing. War 
brings no prosperity in the end. War 
does not mean good times. War is 
what that northern general called 
it: Hell.

France 
Struggles. 


France is struggling to remain on 
gold. The government is seeking to 
avoid leaving the gold standard by 
slashing expenses. This involves the 
discharge of hundreds of thousands of 
state employes. Inevitably this means 
discontent. Strikes have been threat- 
ened. Protest meetings are held 
everywhere. Paris, we are told, is in 
a state of ferment. The government 
took measures against possible out- 
breaks on the first of May that noth- 
ing will happen on that day. Yet it 
does not follow that something might 
not happen on May 2 or on May 13. 

France is in for a strénuous time. 
Internally and éxternally she is faced 
by major problems. The next few 
months will tell the tale. Perhaps the 
issue might be déferred till fall or win- 
ter. But before the year is over 
feel sure a decision will have been 
reached. My guess is that France will 
institute an authoritarian regime; 
that is to say, a fascistic regime,

Warning. 


One of the speakers at the annual 
convention of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution (not a revolu- 
tionary organization) sounded a grave 
and timely warning on the subject of 
national education. She said that it 
was an extremely foolish thing to 
close schools and curtail education 
facilities as has been done in several 
states because of economic pressure, 
To cut down on education in fact is 
the last thing a civilized nation 
should think of. 

It should, in fact, never be done, 
not even in the most distressing times. 
To keep the schools and libraries and 
museums open, even at the cost of real 
sacrifice, is one of the inescapable 
duties of our time. We must not keep 
these institutions going merely because 
radicals affirm that capitalism ceases 
to have regard for the higher things 
of life in days of depression, but we 
owe it to the next generation. The 
next generation will probably have 
more leisure than we have. They must 
be equipped for that life. Out of this 
depression there must not result an 
even greater calamity that of an in- 
tellectually stunted generation, which 
would be a lost generation. 

Whatever happens, children must 
neither go hungry nor be without 
good schools. If we cannot fulfill this 
task, if we fall short in this task, in 
a land where there is plenty for all 
and to spare, we are not worthy of

Just the Signs of Convalescence

Why is it that some prominent 
men have such bad manners? 
Artistic temperament, the eccentrici- 
ties of genius, impatience with the 
mob, and the inability to hear fools 
gladly are among the usual excuses 
for the bad manners of gifted minds. 
A typical instance is that of August 
Strindberg. He was mad in the plain- 
est sense of the word and absolutely 
unfit for decent society. Yet his 
Swedish fellow countrymen were 580 
proud of his superb intellectual equip- 
ment that they ignored his antics and 
scarcely questioned his sanity. 


The old idea that genius must needs 
be a law unto itself was roughly chal- 
lenged by Thackeray. He rebelled 
against the silly notion that poets and 
prose masters could get drunk,ignore 
their debts, seduce married women and 
play the devil generally with impunity. 
Public characters, both men and wom- 
en, who rely on gratuitous insults, ex- 
travagant behaviour and sensational 
comments for their reputation end by 
damaging themselves and their work. 


What if these notable people do see 
things more clearly than a half blind 
world, surely that is no reason for the 
contempt and scorn they pour on it. 
It is their vocation to open as many 
closed eyes as possible and to knock 
into thick skulls as much wisdom as 
they can contain. 

But when they begin to lose their 
temper and to rave instead of, reason, 
they lose their foothold and thereafter 
walk on slippery slopes. They forget 
the fundamental principle that you 
never secure a man’s respect by de- 
spising him. I have known famous 
preachers who were prone to be im- 
patient with their brethren, and there 
were few wet eyes at thir funerals. 
Manners are the garb of morals, and 
when the motto of Winchester school 
that “Manners Maketh Man” is for- 
gotten, the consequences are bad for 
all concerned whether on the hearth 
or in the street. ) 

We have witnessed some grotesque 
exhibitions of post-war manners by 
literary mediocrities who affected a 
furious revolt against the “common 
herd” to whose stupidities they were 
themselves closely allied. These psue- 
docensors of American intelligence 
and customs might have been warned 
by Carlyle’s temporary eclipse, due to 
his bilious growlings at everything in 
general, or by that of Byron who posed 
his “tortured soul” for the public gaze. 
But since our “hell and hallelujah” 
crew of yesterday is now a discredited 
and moribund group. why worry?

Here lies the way to peace. Instead 
of returning evil for evil, with all of 
its blind hatred of suffering and waste, 
we shall invoke that spiritual magic 
of turning evil into good—a sword 
into a plow.

The Spirit of Appomattox. 

Describing the experience in his 
autobiography, Grant says: “I had 
not thought beforehand about the 
terms. When I took out my pencil 
to write, it occurred to me that it 
would be a needless humiliation to 
take the side arms of the officers. 
Then I thought about their horses. 
They will need them for the spring 
plowing.” They called Grant a hard, 
practical man. And so he was, when 
he thought in terms of war. But now, 
sitting there between two armies, like 
blood hounds straining at the leash, 
ready to spring at each other's 
throats, he is thinking of peace. 
Armies fade into a picture of a land 
of ripening harvests. He inhales the 
aroma of fresh mown hay and hears 
the music of the voices of a contented 
people singing as they go about their 
tasks of peace. Then he writes: “The 
Confederate soldiers shall keep their 
horses.’ ' 

These were the same horses on 
which the cavalry of Jeb Stuart and 
Fitz Lee had made their. victorious 
charges against his devoted soldiers. 
The horses with which Pelham and 
Pendleton had dragged their artillery 
to the crest of many a battle vantage, 
to pour their shot and shell into his 
troops. Now by the magic of the 
spirit, these horses are to vee | sol- 
diers from the hell of fratricidal battle 
to the peaceful fields of corn and cot- 
ton. Thus will he turn war horses 
into plow horses, aygd fighters into 
farmers. Had the spirit of Grant at 
Appomattox prevailed instead of the 
spirit of Thad Stevens at Washing-

It was the war de- 
partment which digged the Panama 
canal, using its death-dealing explo- 
sives, like the faith of the Kingdom 
of Heaven, to move mountains into 
the depths of the sea. 

There must come a new patriotism 
of peace. It will not banish the spirit 
of heroism. It will not seek to kill 
an enemy, but dare to transform him 
into a friend. There are nobler chal- 
lenges to courage than those on the 
field of battle. More than men who 
will risk their lives in a charge at 
Gettysburg, we need men who will 
dare political defeat in behalf of jus- 


tice, who will defy social ostracism | 


for righteousness and who will sac- 
rifice dividends in behalf of social 
fair play. 

Challenge of Hitlerism. 


So far from wanting to ignore the | 


realities of the world today, I insist 


that we face them. After the armi- 
stice in 1918, came the treaty of Ver- 
sailles. It was written in national 
hatred and greed. We tried the prin- 
ciple of “evil for evil.” Germany was 
dismembered. The odium of © sole 
guilt for that frightful war was brand- 
ed upon her. She was disarmed and 
an impossible war indemnit¥ was af- 
fixed. But into that treaty was writ- 
ten a promise on the part of the vice 
tors that they too would disarm. Fif- 
teen years have passed. Instead of 
keeping that promise the allied victors 
today are more heavily armed than 
in 1918, 

To those who believe that in armed 
preparedness is the only guarantee of 
peace, behold Europe today.  Ger- 
many is ringed about by fortresses 
and armies from Belgium to Poland. 
But instead of its being a guarantee 
of peace, it has created a condition 
fraught with imminent danger of the 
most destructive war in history. Out 
of these broken promises and armed 
frontiers, has been born a Hitler. In 
the desperation and despair of the 
German people they became the easy 
victim of a flaming demagogue, who 
promised to restore their national in- 
dependence. 

Hitler is a dare to*civilization. Yes, 
A dare to Christianity. We have tried 
guns and bombs, torpedoes and poison 
gas, and 15 years afterward with civ- 
ilization striving desperately to recov- 
er from the last frightful appeal to 
force we are told again to put our 
faith in arms. The dare is to the al- 
lied nations to keep their promise and 
disarm. Yes, disarm in the face of a 
Hitler and instantly you have disarm- 
ed Hitler. For the strength of Hitler 
with the German people today comes 
from the broken promises of the al- 
lied nations. 

President Roosevelt has just trans 
formed soviet Russia from enmity into 
friendliness—from a political and eco- 
nomic liability into an asset. [I am 
praying that he may continue this 
great work. The leadership of civiliza- 
tion awaits him. With the great 
—— of America back of him, let 

im go back to Geneva and destroy 
the threat of Hitlerism, by demanding 
that the allies shall keep their 
promise, to turn their swords into 
plows.

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Holds Silver Must Be Monetized or More 
| Paper Money Printed If Debts Are Paid 


Editor Constitution: The defend- 
ers of the single gold standard are 
now fighting in the last ditch. Word 
comes from Washington that silver 
is not to be remonetized except by 
world agreement. 

This is always the-last stand of 
the gold bugs. When everything else 
fails, and they see defeat ahead, they 
cry out for world agreement. Many 
times, during the past 60 years, hope 
for silver remonetization has flamed 
high in the hearts of its friends, only 
to be crushed by the assertion of the 
gold worshippers, that it must not be 
done and cannot be done, except by 
world agreement. They know that 
world agreement is impossible. By 
insisting upon it, they make remon- 
etization impossible. 

If world agreement is necessary, 
why did the framers of the constitu- 
tion say: “The congress shall have 
power td coin money, regulate the 
value thereof, and of foreign coin, and 
fix the standard of weights and meas- 
ures.” Nothing here about world 
agreement. The congress of the Unit- 
ed States, not only has sole power 
over our money, but can place what- 
ever value it pleases on foreign coin 
within our borders. It is nonsense to 
say that this country, by any sort of 
agreement, shall surrender to any oth- 
er government sovereignty over our 
money. 

Gold and silver were the money of 
the constitution when it was adopted, 
and are yet, in my opinion. Certain- 
ly, the words, “coin money,’ meant 
the coinage of silver as well as gold, 
when they were written. And that 1s 
exactly what they mean today. And 
that is precisely what the friends of 
silver intend shall be done before this 
fight is over, The people demand it. 
The house and senate favor it. Con- 
gress, responding to the demand of 
the people, under the Thomas amend- 
ment, gave the president full authority 
to remonetize silver. Nothing is need- 
ed now except the assent of the presi- 
dent. I believe he will grant it. 

Equal Rank With Gold. _ 

The enemies of remonetization glib- 
ly pretend that they want to do some- 
thing for silver. We reply that we 
want silver to do something for us. 
They assert willingness to do anything 
for silver short of remonetization. We 
insist that nothing will answer but 
the restoration of silver to its old 
place as a money metal under the 
constitution, and of equal dignity with 
gold. It is exasperating to hear all 
this talk of doing something for sil- 
ver, as though it were a mere com- 
modity, like cotton or wheat. If we 
are not going to clothe it again with 
all the power and dignity of money,

‘ern bank, they included the Yuchi 
Town, Osochi, Chiaha and Ocmulgee, 
the so-called point towns and Hitchiti; 
in the sharp eastward bend of the 
river, Apalachicola, Oconee and Sa- 
workli. The Tamali Atasi and Tus- 
kegee were at first neighbors of Cowe- 
ta, but later moved down below the 
Point.

just as gold is, we may as well ignore 
it and use paper. 

The enemies of silver profess a great 
fear that silver is so plentiful we dare 
not permit its free and unlimited coin- 
age. Let me tell them that, great 
as they think the quantity of silver 
may be, plain paper is: even more 
plentiful. I suppose they will admit 
there is a limit to the amount of sil- 
ver that will come to the mint. They 
should know there is no limit to the 
output of the paper mills. Let me 
tell them also that their only protec- 
tion against printing press money is 
the free and unlimited coinage of sil- 
ver—the money of the constitution 
and the money of the people. 


_it is not true that the amount of 
silver is unknown. Statistics on sil- 
ver. are just as accurate as on gold. 
F. H. Brownell, chairman of the board 
of the American Smelting & Refin- 
ing Company, lately testified before 
the house committee on coinage that 
the total amount of silver in the world 
at the present time does not exceed 
10 billion ounces. At-one dollar an 
ounce this means a total in silver of 
ten billion dollars. Mr. Brownell fur- 
ther testified that, at this time, “you 
could not get a billion ounces of sil- 
ver to save your life.”” The best au- 
thorities say that from the discovery 
of America, to the present time— 
nearly 450 years—there have been pro- 
duced 1,084,000,000 fine ounces of gold 
and 15,170,000,000 dine ounces of 
silver, showing a ratio of 14 ounces 
of silver to one ounce of gold. 


World Doubles Money. 


In the United States since the 
adoption of the constitution in 1792 
—about 140 years—there have been 
produced 224,000,000 fine ounces of 
gold and 3,200,000,000 fine ounces of 
silver. Showing a ratio of 14 1-3 
ounces of silver to one ounce of gold. 
From this it,is seen that remonetiza- 
tion of silver will practically double 
the metallic money of the world. And 
that is exactly what we want. That 
means more dollars. More dollars 
mean cheaper dollars. Cheaper dol- 
lars will enable us to pay our debts 
and nothing else will do it. 


As to a world conference on silver. 
What, with the League of Nations, 
the World Court, the disarmament 
conference, the naval conference at 
Washington and the London confer- 
ence last year, I think we have had 
enough of conferences. This country 
does not want, does not need, and will 
not agree to a conference with any 
other nation, or nations, on the ques- 
tion as to what sort of money we shall 
have.

Editor Constitution: It was with 
intense interest I read the editorial, 
“Farmers Need Markets,” in The 
Constitution of April 22. 1934, and 
the editorial, “‘Cotton’s Newest Out- 
let,” in the issue of April 27, 1934. 


For a long time ,prior to my en- 
trance into the house of representa- 
tives and the senate, I had been ad- 
vocating and stressing the importance 
of. these particular matters and dur- 
ing my service in both branches of the 
general assembly I did the same 
urging upon the department of agri- 
culture the necessity of action along 
these lines. While something may 
have been accomplished by the depart- 
ment it has not been noticeable. Dur- 
ing the session of 1931 in a speech on 
the floor of the house I called atten- 
tion of the bureau of markets specifi- 
cally to these two, and generally to 
other matters and warned the com- 
missioner of agriculture and the direc- 
tor of the bureau of markets that un- 
less they took these matters .up and 
achieved results they would be called 
to account. 

These matters are now:of particular 
interest to me because of the fact that 
in my announcement for commissioner 
of agriculutre I have stressed the im- 
portance of these matters and propose 
to “get action” on them if I am 
honored by election to that office. In 
my announcement [ said: 

It is certain that the salvation of agri- 
culture in Georgia is dependent upon the 
balanced system of farming which has been 
advocated for years, but it is equally true 
that unless a system of marketing is corre- 
spondingly established, it must fail. It 
shall be my purpose to establish an effi- 
cient and comprehensive marketing system 
to serve every part of the state in co- 
operation with the other agricultural agen- 
cies operating in the state. 

It will be my purpose to inaugurate an 
intensive, continuous, nation-wide campaign 
to extend the use of cotton to all fabrics 
used in covering farm requirements as 
against foreign materials. [I shall enlist 
in this movement the agricultural agencies 
of all the cotton-growing states. This move- 
ment will add millions of dollars to the 
value of cotton and it is entirely possible 
and practicabe. :

The date for Mother and Daughter 
Week this year is May 18-20.

The interdenominational bureau of 
architecture has been organized in 
connection with the home missions 
council. The services of this,bureau 
will be available to all churches. 


A four-week ministers’ institute 
will be held in Atlanta from June 11 
to July 6, Atlanta University co- 
operating with the six institutions 
that are affiliated with it in the sum- 
mer school. Following the principle 
of rotation, the institute will be held 
this year at Gammon Theological sem- 
inary. Courses are planned for pas- 
tors and religious workers, regardless 
of denomination, and there will be 
no tuition charge. A similar school 
last year was attended by 75 minis- 
ters and religious workers. In addi- 
tion to, the ministers’ institute will 
be the regular summer school for col- 
lege and graduate work, during which 
the seventh annual rural institute for 
teachers and leaders in rural com- 
munities will be held. 


The Union of the Evangelical Synod 
of North America and the Reformed 
Church in the United States has been 
approved by both bodies. Plans are 
now being made.-for merging the work 
of the various boards. Recently a con- 
ference of representatives of the work 
of religious education was held in Cin- 
cinnati. At that meeting plans were 
developed for bringing together the 
Sunday school work, young people’s 
societies and editorial and publishing 
interests. of the two bodies. A repre- 
sentative gathering in June will hear 
and pass upon reports from these 
groups. Plans are already quite well 
advanced for uniting the theological 
seminaries of the two communions. 


The Gotthiel medal, awarded an- 
nually by Zeta Beta Tau fraterntiy, 
to the American who has done most 
for Jewry, will be presented this year 
to the pilgrimage team of the Nation- 
al Conference of Jews and Christians 
—Rev. Everett R. Clinchy, Father J. 
Elliott Ross and Rabbi Morris R. 
Lazaron—for their work in promot- 
ing closer understanding between 
Jews and Christians throughout the 
country. 

Preaching his annual budget ser- 
mon in Riverside church recently, Dr. 
Harry Emerson Fosdick, pastor, an- 
nounced that the employment service 
of the church had found jobs paying 
250,000 for the previously unem- 
ployed during the past three years. He 
told his people that if they expected 
him to continue to preach in that 
church, with human misery all around, 
they must make possible the continu- 
ance and extension of practical Chris- 
tian service like that. He said: “A 
man can preach Christ and what he 
stands for if the church in which he 
is preaching is doing that sort of 
work. Heaven pity the preachers, 
however, who in days like these have 
to talk about the Master in churches 
that are doing nothing. Any- 
one who can face the appalling in- 
equality of income among our people 
and not see that the basic principles 
of Christ are involved surely has no 
intelligent comprehension . of what 
Jesus taught. Such economic inequal- 
ity,” continued Dr. Fosdick, with em- 
phasis, “is ruinous from every point 
of view. It is ruinous to democracy, 
for what is the use of talking about 
one man being free and equal or pre- 
tending that every man counts poten- 
tially politically for one and no more 
than one, when the disporportion of 
economic power is so immense and 
dominant?” Dr. Fosdick declared 
that during the past two years River- 
side church had decreased its expense 
budget by 18 per cent, but at the 
same time had increased its program 
of activities in the building over 50 
per cent. 

Nazi Relaxes Its Persecution of 
German Protestants—Increasing out- 
side pressure and inside resistance 
have caused the nazi government un- 
der the leadership of the Reichsbishop 
Mueller to abrogate the law that 
sought to forbid and punish any oppo- 
sition to the nazification of the church. 
This law which was passed on Janu- 
ary 24 of this year, sought to com- 
pel all German Protestants to come 
under the rule of church control of 
the nazi government, and it aroused 
such uncompromising resistance among 
the Protestants as threatened to un- 
dermine, if not overthrow, the gov- 
ernment. The new law is interpreted 
to mean the abandonment of all dis- 
ciplinary measures against opposition 
pastors except where politics are 


Election Plan of Georgia in Conflict 
With Federal Constitution, Says Davis 


Editor Constitution: How many 
of our politieians will stand for a 
just principle? 

In September, nominations will be 
made for various offices, including 
members of the legislature. The 
greatest need of the state today is the 
reformation of the legislature. As 
now constituted, it is not a fairly 
representative body. Many counties 
are over-represented and many are 
under-represented. The system is 
wrong. It produces such gross dis- 
proportions of representation that the 
smaller part of the people elects a 
majority of the representatives. 


The cause of this is the ‘“county- 
unit plan” which gives some counties 
three members, some two and some 
one, in the house of representatives. 
This old-fashioned basis of represen- 
tation is the Awe moral wrong in 
all Georgia. It is not only unjust in 
itself, but its evil consequences are 
beyond calculation. It has resulted 
in inefficiency in the legislature; it 
has bred popular disrespect for law 
as well as law-makers; it has created 
the possibility, if not the fact, of a 
powerful political machine; and has 
thrown the destinies of the state un- 
der the control of a minority of the 
people whose legal right to it rests 
on nothing but that they live in the 
smaller counties. 

Thomas Jefferson wrote many fine 
truths, but nothing finer or truer 
than these words: ) 

Every mana, and every body of men on 
earth, possesses the right ef self-govern- 
ment. They receive it with their being 
from the hand of nature. Individuals ex- 
ereise it by their single will; collections of 
men by that of their majority; for the 
law of the majority is the natural law of 
every society of men. 


The constitution of Georgia fla- 
grantly violates this “natural law,” or 
rather repudiates it altogether, in the 
sphere of legislative representation. 

Is this a matter of small moment? 

Use of Common Division. 

Glance back to the beginnings of 
our history as a nation. George 
Washington was president and Thom- 
as Jefferson his secretary of state. 
The United States constitution had 
provided that representatives should 
be apportioned among the _ several 
states “according to their respective 
numbers” and that the number of 
representatives should not exceed one 
for every 30,000 persons. After the 
first census, Congress passed an ap- 
portionment act fixing the total num- 
ber of representatives at 120. This 
number was the result of dividing the 
whole Se ggg oo of the United States 
by 30,000. Then it seems the popu- 
lation of each state was divided by 
30,000. This simple operation yield- 
ed 112 representatives instead of 120; 
and in 10 estates it left large remain- 
ders of people, running from 21,853 


to 29,556. In order to give represen- 


tation to these remainders and to 
have a full quota of 120 representa- 
tives, each of the eight states which 
had the largest remainders was given 
an additional representative. 


It was questioned: whether this ap- 
portionment accorded with the eon- 
stitution. Washington asked the 
opinion of his cabinet. Jefferson held 
it to be unconstitutional. He admit- 
ted that the act reached a “tolerably 
just result.” But he took the posi- 
tion that apportionment among the 
states “according to their respective 
numbers” required the number of rep- 
resentatives to be determined by the 
use Of. a single and common divisor 
into the population of every state. 
He insisted that representation should 
be proportional, and as nearly equal 
as possible, with the qualification ex- 
pressed in the constitution that there 
should not be more than one repre- 
sentative for every 30,000 people. By 
a mathematical analysis he showed 
that the effect of the bill was to take 
one representative from New York 
and Pennsylvania, each, and _ give 
them to Vermont and New Hamp- 
shire. Commenting on this, he said: 

If you permit the large fraction in ene 
state to choose a representative for one ef 
the small fractions in another state, you 
take from the latter ite election, which con- 
stitutes real representation, and subetitate 
a virtual representation of the disfranchised 
fraction, and the tendency of the doctrine 
of virtual representation has been too well 
discussed and appreciated by reasoning and 
resistance on a former great occasion to 
need development now. 


(Note: The county unit plan 
comes under this condemnation; it 
prevents “real representation” and in 
effect disfranchises vast numbers.) 

Vetoed by Washington. 

In concluding his opinion, Mr. Jef- 
ferson advised the president te veto 
the bill. After mature deliberation 
Washington also decided that the bill 
was unconstitutional and vetoed it. 
This was the first exercise of the veto 
—— by the president of the United 

tates. 

The reaction to be gotten out of 
the foregoing incident is that equality 
of representation is one of the most 
important ideals of democracy. 

is brings us back to the humili- 
ating fact that the constitution of 
Georgia is unlike that of the United 
States and many other states, because 
it does not protect the fundamental 
right of its citizens to equal represen- 
tation, but arbitrarily enforces the 
greatest inequalities. 

Why not change it so as to give 
justice to all and favors to none? 

To do this, it will be necessary for 
the people to require candidates to 
declare themselvs, and to vote for 
those who will try to give the state a 
righteous plan of representation.

Guarding the Health of Georgia’s Children 


Tuberculosis in Children. 


‘(This is the 18th of a series of articles on the care of in- 
fants, sponsored by the Georgia State Pediatric Society, and 
to appear each week in The Sunday Constitution.) 


Knowledge is power for slowly but 
surely mankind is waging a winning 
fight against that dread disease tu- 
berculosis. I have heard it said many 
times recently that we know enough 
about tuberculosis at the present time 
to make it a minor cause of death. 
Chief among these facts, which are 
being used more and more to success- 
fully subdue the great white plague 
are: first an increasing use of surgery 


diseased lungs; secondly, the realiza- 
tion that X-rays are essential, not 
only in the diagnosis of the lung dis- 
ease but also as guides to the method 
of treatment and the progress of a 
case; and thirdly, a better understand- 
ing of tuberculosis in children. 

To this day many people still believe 
that tuberculosis is inherited. We know 
now that such is not the case. We 
are certain, however, that one, case 
comes from another, not through in- 
heritance, but by intimate, close con- 
tact with an open case. An open case 
is a person who has the tubercle ba- 
cillus, the germ of tuberculosis in his 
sputum. If such a person is careless 
about covering the mouth when cough- 
ing or sneezing or expectorates freél9 
wherever he chooses or kisses promis- 
cuously he will most surely infect those 
whom he loves and cherishes most; his 
children and his family. Tuberculosis 
is a communicable disease which is fa- 
vored by close and prolonged contact 
with an open case. The closest human 
contact is within the family and home 
and that is why we also call tubercu- 
losis a family disease. Some authori- 
ties state that 90 per cent of the 
tuberculosis in a community can be 
found by examining the families and 
associates of the known cases of tu- 
berculosis. In considering tuberculosis 
in children a history of contact is of 
evident importance. 

Symptoms Slight. 

Symptoms in most cases of child- 
hood tuberculosis are usually very 
slight or absent. Many children have 
the childhood type of tuberculosis with- 
out manifesting any symptoms that 
can be ascribed to the disease. Cough, 
expectoration and fever are seldom 
present in the usual case; while lesions 
are found in overweight and healthy 
looking children just as often as in 
underweight children. Undue fatigue 
or the tendency to have frequent colds 
may be said to be the most common 
symptoms but these are so often vague 
and indefinite as to be unreliable. 

The first entrance of tubercle bacilli 
into the body is termed a primary or 
first infection and usually occurs in 
childhood. Children usually handle 
this first infection extraordinarily well 
and, in most cases, healing takes place 
without anything unusual being noted 
by the family or the doctor. This first 
infection produces henceforth a very 
slight immunity in that individual but 
also a hypersensitiveness to further 
entrance of more tubercle bacilli. This 
sensitivity to the products of the tuber-

In either case 
consulting with the family physician 
would have saved needless worry and 
embarrassment, not to mention the in- 
justice to the child. 
No Germs—No Disease. 


If the child has a negative reaction 
to tuberculin that in itself, provided 
a large enough dose has been used, 
definitely rules out tuberculosis, Then 
since the negative skin test proves 
that there are no living tuberculosis 
germs in the body, there can certainly 
be ne disease. No germs, no disease. 
Therefore its negative value is equally 
as important as its positive value. 

Tuberculin testing is especially ap- 
plicable where children are grouped to- 
gether in large numbers as in schools, 
Many schools and colleges insist on 
skin testing their pupils at the begin- 
ning of every school year. To my mind 
it should be accorded an equal place 
with the accepted immunizations 
against smallpox, typhoid and dipthe- 
ria.’ Those reacting positively are, of 
course, X-rayed. I recently skin test- | 
ed a rural school of ‘several hundred 
pupils. When I went back two days 
later to find out who were positive 
or negative, the doctor of that com- 
munity joined me, and in every case 
that I found positive he knew of one 
or more eases of tuberculosis in that 
child’s family. 

Children in cities will give a much 
greater percentage of positive reactors 
than the children of rural sections, 
chiefly because they have contact with 
a much greater number of people. In 
1931 the school children of Habersham 
county in. north Georgia were given 
the tuberculin skin test. Of the 4,000 
children tested only 2308 or 7.7 per 
cent, reacted positively. Of the 308 
children X-rayed only 10, or a fraction 
over 3 per cent, of the positives were 
found to have tubercylosis which 
needed treatment. During the same 
year the school children of Bartow 
county were skin tested: 2,488 chil- 
dren were tested. Only 662 were posi- 
tive, while 1,818 were negative—in 
other words, a little over 26 per eent 
of the children reacted positively. 

My readers are perhaps wondering 
why I am so insistent on having the 
children’s lungs X-rayed. Simply be- 
cause most cases of tuberculosis in 
children do not cause any definite ab- 
normal signs in the lungs which the 
doctor can elicit by physical examina- 
tion. In fact the physical signs in most 
cases are those of a normal lung. The 
doctor examines the child not because 
he expects to find out from the exami- 
nation whether there is tuberculosis 
in the lungs or not, but mainly to find 
out if there are any other unsuspected 
diseases present. 

Tuberculosis is curable, That state- 
ment was rather startling not so many 
years ago. But that it is curable, 
both in children and in adults, is far 
truer today than ever before. We have 
X-rays to guide us in our diagnosis and 
treatment. We can now see what dis- 
ease does to the lungs. We realize more 
and more that surgery, such as pneu- 
mothorax and phrenic nerve opera- 
tions, can give more real actual rest

Cotton Future 


s Off Slightly 


By CLAUDE A. JAGGER. 

NEW YORK, May 5.—(#)—The 
stock market slipped rather persistent- 
ly this week, several issues penertating 
new low levels for 1934. 

The bond market held up reason- 
ably well, and commodities, after the 
laosses of the preceding fortnight, re- 
covered a little, notably wheat. 

Stock prices ~enerally, however, slid 
back to the lowest levels since early 
January. Selling was light save for 
eceasional short-lived flurries, but ral- 
lying power was lacking. 

The dominating influence in shares, 
evidently, was the feeling that’ the 
spring rise in business had about 
reached its peak, steel production con- 
tinued to expand, but there was a lit- 
tle slackening of automobile produc- 
tion and sales, and the textile indus- 
try complained of slow moving stocks 
and suggested shutdowns. 

The price index of 90 representa- 
tive stocks receded 4.3 points to 80.7, 
contrasting with the 1934 high of 93.8 
reached February 5, and a low o 
77.5, touched on January 8. The av- 
erage of 60 corporate bonds, however, 
receded only 0.6 of a point to 81.1, 
off only 1.0 from the year peak reach- 
ed April 20. 

Wheat futures rallied 1 to 3 cents 
a bushel, and most other grains were 
up moderately. Cotton backed and 
filled uncertainly, and finished the 
week with small net losses of 15 to 40 
cents a bale. Bar silver lost 1-2 cent 
an ounce, net, although it stiffened 
somewhat toward the end of the week. 

Passage of the Fletcher-Rayburn 
bill with an overwhelming majority by 
the house late in the week, minus im- 
portant amendments, brought a little 
gloom to Wall Street, but evidently 
was too well anticipated to be an im- 
portant factor in the market. 

Opinion differed as to the degree of 
recession in general business and in- 
dustry. In any case, most index fig- 
ures of business activity indicated that 
it was less than seasonal. But inas- 
much as many speculators were evi- 


dently banking on some fresh doses 
of inflation a few weeks ago, and now 
find that the slower but perhaps sound- 
er processes of “natural” recovery 
seem to be in favor, they have shown 
disappointment over the lessened like- 
lihood of quick profits in stocks. _ 

The dollar strengthened a little in 
foreign exchange dealings. A fair-sized 
bank closing in Switzerland caused a 
little fresh uneasiness over the posi- 
tion of the gold bloc countries, but 
the Bank of France again reported a 
slight gain in gold, so most banking 
quarters saw little immediate prospect 
of the crumblings of the gold block. 
On the contrury, those countries ap- 
peared to be vigorously pursuing re- 
covery through deflation. The world 
trade picture was made even more 
confusing by the bringing into the open 
of the long-brewing trade war between 
Great Britain and Japan. 

The treasury took steps to set up 
the $2,000,000.000 stabilization fund, 
but as the dollar is more or less au- 
tomatically stabilized by its return to 


a gold bullion standard, considerable | 


mystery surrounded the purpose of 
setting up the fund at this time. Some 
quarters suggested that it might be 
used to promote domestic credit ex- 
pansion, or possibly to buy silver. Sil- 
verites refused to lose hope, and some 


silver circles were hopeful that a com- | I 
ner’s jury decided at an inquest. 


promise would be reached with the ad- 
ministration regarding further aid for 
that metal. 

Wall Street was much interested in 
proposals in congress to amend the 
securities act of 1933, and investment 
banking houses were hopeful that the 
way was being paved for a large vol- 
ume of financing during the summer, 
which might bring real help to the 
durable goods industries, now receiv- 
ing so much attention. In addition, 
President Roosevelt let it to be known 
that he would seek legislation to pro- 
mote the long-projected federal home 
renovating and building campaign, 
which may prove to be another impor- 
tant spur to heavy lines of business.

|. The 1934 W. C. T. U- program of 


action, according to Mrs. Ida B. Wise 
Smith, national W. C. T. U. presi- 
dent, has the following immediate sev- 
en-fold objective: “To show the so- 
cial, economic and personal importance 
of total abstinence as opposed to so- 
called ‘moderation’; to expose the 
phrase ‘true temperance’ as the brew- 
ers’ term; to resist the advertising 
campaign for beer and wine, and work 
for complete prohibition of liquor ad- 
vertising; to carry on continuous cam- 
paigns for prohibition of the liquor 
traffic from local units to the largest 
possible political divisions; conduct 
nation-wide inquiry as to the effects 
of relegalized liquor and arrange an 
arresting presentation of these facts 
to the people through every medium 
of publicity. 

A factor of no mean importance in 
the effective carrying out of this pro- 
gram is the financial] stability of the 
organization, which has successfully 


weathered the worst depressions in 
history. In a letter Mrs. Munns wrote 
the treasurer of the Georgia W. C. 
T. U., Mrs. Wilbur Brown, of Grif- 
fin, she said, “I have a fire in my 
bones for even more activity on the 
part of the W. C. T. U. to meet tthe 
challenge of today. I hope you have 
the same,” and Mrs. Brown says, “I 
hope every one of our members feels 
the same, and will renew the attack 
on our ancient enemy, the liquor 
traffic.” 

The National W. C. T. U. continues 
as an indefatigable dynamo for the 
production and dissemination of tem- 
perance literature. More than 3,500,- 
000 (three and one-half million) 
pieces of printed educational material 
on every phase of the subject were 
distributed from the national head- 
quarters publishing house in 1933, and 
already the 1934 pace exceeds that of 
last year with over 1,025,000: pieces 
of printed material sent out. since 
January 1.

Perhaps the most notable contribu- 
tion of the W. C. T. U. to the tem- 
perance reform is and has been for 
more than half a century the periodi- 
cal, known as The Union Signal, a 
journal of public welfare, which re- 
cently eelebrated its 50th anniversary 
of uninterrupted life as the official 
publication of the Woman’s Christian 
Temperance- Union. 

Since the beginning of the year 
nearly 40,000 copies of a oa e new 
and pedagosically correct Syllabus in 
Alcohol Education, prepared by 
Bertha Rachel Palmer (well-known 
educator and for seven years superin- 
tendent of public instruction in the 


state of North Dakota), have been 
distributed at the request of teachers 
and other educational leaders in prac- 
tically every state in. the Union, and 
hag elicited high praise from those 
who have examined it. 


Miss Palmer, the new national di- 
rector of scientific temperance instruc- 
tion department of the National W. 
Cc. T. U. is completing a two-month 
itinerary covering personal conferences 
with educational authorities in the 
principal cities of 13 western states, 
with an increasing call for her imme- 
diate counsel and co-operation from 
the rest of the country.

It is no exaggera- 
tion to say that the celebration was 
carried 100 per cent by the clubs, and 
its culmination was climaxed in the 
stupendous spectacle of a state-wide 
pageant in Savannah, at the time of 
our state council meeting there in 
April. This event will rank with 
those of highest artistic attainment 
produced within the confines of our 
state. The sum of $250 was con- 
tributed by the clubwomen of Geor- 
gia, as a gift to the patrons’ commit- 
tee, and the name of our organization 
carried on the bronze tablet at the 
state capitol, with those assisting fi- 
nancially in making the celebration 
possible. Copies of some of the coun- 
ty histories, the writing of which was 
the outcome of this event, have been 
presented to state and general federa- 
tion libraries. We hope others, as 
completed, will come to us. 

Live-at-Home Program Bears Fruit. 

Again we note the position of rank 
held by our state in the national bank- 
er-farmer contest, conducted by the 
agricultural commission of American 
Bankers’ Association. Our link-up 
with this state group, in the live-at- 
home program has gone forward dur- 
ing these two years with gratifying 
results. Our chairman and vice chair- 
man have practically covered’ the 
state in presenting methods of using 
and marketing our state products, bet- 
tering farm conditions, and in general 
agricultural advancement. Statistics 
show that many millions of dollars 
have been kept within the borders of 
the state, for food and _ feedstuffs, 
which were formerly spent outside. 
The cotton acreage control plan of last 
year and the cotton contract plan of 
this year prove the real need of con- 
centrated thought over the judicious 
use of this diverted acreage. 

Our chairman of war veterans has 
won national recognition in her pro- 
gram of service, seeking to. alleviate 
the needs and suffering of disabled 
war veterans. Extracts of her report 
were carried Jast fall in the bulletin 
sent to the various state chairmen. 

Recently the Henry Grady hotel, 
due to the effects of NRA code for 
hotels, has been compelled to ask a 
small rental for our state headquar- 
ters, maintained at parlor E. After 
consultation with the advisory com- 
mittee and the hotel management, your 
president accepted the terms, suhject 
to the ratification of the executive 
board, which was given at the Febvru- 
ary session. I trust this arrangement 
will be .satisfactory to both parties, 
and we may so continue, fer we have 
been so pleasantly located there, and 
find every courtesy is shown to our 
executive secretary and visiting club- 
women. 

As chairman of finance it is very 
gratifying to assure you that all bills 
are paid to date, and not a cent of in- 
debtedness exists. All general federa- 
tion obligations have been remitted. I 
take this opportunity of commending 
the excellent treasurer we possess. 
She has kept within the budg®t at all 
times so well that when extras oc- 
curred they have been incorporated 
without serious disrupture of our fi- 
nancial balance. The amount of $800 
has been paid to general federation 
during this administration for — the 
foundation fund. 

By vigilant effort I have managed 
to do all of my own office work, and 
thus privileged to expend much more 
in riding and visiting clubs of the 


State. Besides spending your generous

Mrs. C. W. Illig Declares Public 


Health N eeds

It was the privilege of the state 
convention of Georgia Federation of 
Women’s Clubs at its meeting in At- 
lanta, April 23-26, to have as guest 
speaker Mrs. Carl W. Illig Jr., of On- 
set, Mass, She is general federation 
chairman of the division of public 
health and was forceful and challeng- 
ing in the messages she brought to 
Georgia clubwomen during the period 
assigned the public mer Hh depart- 
ment and at the “health breakfast” 
on Tuesday morning. She said, “Pub- 
lic health today offers a very real 
challenge to us to be up and doing. It 
needs our constant support and whole- 
hearted interest. I urge you club- 
women to work shoulder to shoulder 
with your state department of health, 
the state medical society and all state 
and community agencies in upholding 
the program already set up and in 
promoting new activities necessary to 
health protection. 

‘Study carefully your community 
health problems and needs and then 
plan a co-operative program to make 
your community a safe and healthy 
place in which to live. If every elub 
and every community in Georgia will 
work to this end the good health in 
the state will be assured. Public 
health today is crying out to every 
citizen for protection. It is occupy- 
ing a treacherous and insecure posi- 
tion and if we are going to save it 
from disaster, we must act now. Our 
government has built up an efficient 
and successful public health structure, 
and we have marveled at the progress 
made in conquering disease and in 
_erchstger human life. But now, be- 
cause of lack of funds which are nec- 
essary for upkeep, the foundation is 
weakening and the structure is in 
er of collapsing. Surely we can- 
not and will not stand by and watch 
this destruction without doing every- 
thing in our power to prevent it. Let 
us determine that we as clubwomen 
will throw all our energy and in- 
fluence into safeguarding our public 
health standards.” 

Mrs. Illig’s great contribution to 
the division of public health was the 
compilation of a “community health 
study outline” with the slogan, “Every 
Community a Safe and Healthy Com- 
munity.” This survey was sent into 
each state to be distributed by the 
state health chairman to district and 
county chairmen. A gratifying an- 
nouncement made by Mrs. Illig at the 
health breakfast was that Mrs. E. D. 
Dimmock, of Waycross, chairman of 
public health in Georgia federation, 
was the first to send in a complete 
report on the study outline, and this 
study of community health in Ware 
county will be exhibited at the gen- 
eral federation council in Hot Springs, 
May 21 


The object of this study is that club- 
women may inform themselves and

their communities concerning their 
community health personnel, services, 
problems and needs. That co-opera- 
tion may be given health officials in 
improving conditions and promoting 
efficient service to protect the health 
of every citizen. This study is made 
with the co-operation of local health 
officials, the county medical society, 
local physicians, hospitals and hegith 
organizations or agencies. It®™ i 
adaptable to either a city or town. 
Each year the division of public 
health of the general federation will 
award a certificate of honor to the 
state federation completing the larg- 
est number of studies—in proportion 
to the number of clubs in the state— 
and are approved by the public health 
chairman. 

In response to questions regarding 
cancer asked Mrs. Illig at the break- 
fast, an outline of study for “cancer 
education program” was given and a 
motion presented to the delegate body 
“that the Georgia Federation of 
Women’s Clubs heartily indorses the 
program of the Medical Association 
of Georgia, its cancer commission and 
the state board of health in their ef- 
forts to control of cancer, and offers 
its entire co-ordinate efforts under 
their direction to the acceleration of 
the program for cancer education and 
control.”

A great honor was conferred 
upon Julien Binford Jr., whose 
remarkable talent in art was rec- 
ognized abroad recently, when 
he was invited to exhibit his pic- 
tures at the Salon de Prin- 
temps in Paris. This is in an 
honor seldom accorded an artist 
during his lifetime, and rarely 
does such honor come to an 
American.

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WHAT IS 


Chain Gang Prisoner 
Dies After Whipping; 


4 Guards Are Tried 


By PETER LEVINS. 


F a chain gang prisoner in 

South Carolina dies shortly 

after he has been disciplined, 
question arises: Was he beaten to 
death, or did his natural life just 
happen to run its course? The 
state has such an issue on its 
hands at the moment. One jury 
has already failed to settle the 
matter. Another will consider the 
case next month. 

The prisoner was Roy Hudson, 
colored native of Greenville coun- 
ty. The defendants were three 
chain gang guards and their su- 
perintendent. They were charged 
with beating Hudson to death 
after an attempted escape from a 
prison camp at Tigerville, 8S. C. 
They admitted whipping him, but 
asserted the punishment was too 
mild to have proved fatal. It was 
their contention that Hudson died 
of exhaustion caused by running 
a mile before he was caught. 

Roy Hudson began his penal 
servitude in 1921 when, at the age 
of 24, he was sentenced to an in- 
definite term for assault and bat- 
tery. He was taken to the camp 
at Tigerville, in the Blue Ridge 
mountains, and for the next five 
years he worked on the chain 
gang. 

Like his fellow convicts, he la- 
bored from dawn until dark. He 
slept in an earth-floored tent with 
20 others and each night was 
chained in. The tents became 
bitter cold in the winter months, 
despite the one stove in the cen- 
ter of each. Most chain gang 
prisoners wear stripes, but this 
uniform is gradually being done 
away with in South Carolina. 


ESCAPES, REMAINS 
AT LARGE 7 YEARS. 


Hudson managed to escape in 
1926. He remained at large until 
October 16, 1933, when he was ar- 
rested in the home of his parents 
in Greenville. Guard Will H. For- 
rester had seen him on Main 
atreet, learned where he _ lived, 
then summoned two other guards, 
C. B. Baker and Julius High- 
tower. The three guards brought 
the fugitive back to Tigerville just 
before midnight. 

Guard Forrester had been con- 
victed in 1915 of being an acces- 
gory in the murder of James F. 
Bruce, of Greer, S. C. Sentenced 
to life imprisonment he served 10 
years on chain gangs, was paroled 
in 1925 by Governor T. C. Mc- 
Leod, and pardoned September, 
1927, by Governor John G., Rich- 
ards. 

The state's story of the events 
at the camp is as follows: 

Hudson was piaced in chains as 
goon as he arrived in custody of 
the guards. In the morning he 
complained that he was sick with 
@ sore arm and leg, and said he 
could not work. He was forced 
to work, however, holding wood 
while another prisoner sawed. 
Thereafter for several days he did 
no more work, due to his physical 
condition. (He suffered from val- 
vular heart trouble.) 


TAKEN TO DOCTOR; 
IS CARRIED TO CAR, 


Twice that week he was taken 
to Dr. S. R. Gaston at Travelers 
Rest, a little town near the camp. 
Dr. Gaston was not at home the 
first time. He gave treatirent the 


second time but on the witness 
stand he testified he could not re- 
member what the treatment was 
for. Hudson was carried from the 
camp tent to an automobile each 
time he was taken to the doctor’s 
homie. 

On Saturday Forrester visited 
the prisoner’s parents in Green- 
ville. Returning to the camp Sun- 
day, he informed Superintendent 


H. Posey Dill that Hudson's father 
had told him there was nothing 
wrong with Roy. Dill therefore 
told Forrester to put Hudson to 
work. Hudson protested that he 
was too weak. 

The next afternoon, Monday, 
October 24, Hudson was left alone

in a tent, chained to his iron bed. 
He succeeded in slipping his im- 
properly fitted ankle rings over 
his feet, then crept out in an at- 
tempt to escape. 

A guard saw him and he broke 
into a run. The guard and a con- 
vict chased Hudson over hedges 
and through a stream. He was 
recaptured about a mile from the 
camp. Back in the tent, he was 
held captive by means of the 
guard chain, which runs. the 
length of the tent. 

According to the state, he ate 
supper that night and seemed 
normal. Other prisoners saw him 
sitting by the stove drying his 
clothes. A guard was in attend- 
ance. 

Then, at 7 p. m., Dill, For- 
rester, Hightower and Baker en- 
tered. . Dill, a 200-pounder, car- 
ried a, thick leather strap three 


inches wide, nailed to a board 
handle. He told Hudson to get 
back to his cot and “get them 
down,” meaning his_ trousers. 
Hudson said, “Captain Dill, I 
ain't able to take a whipping.” 

But he got up and shuffled on 
the chain back to his bed.

Forrester, the state charged, 
grabbed the chain between the 
convict’s legs and jerked him to 
the floor. Hudson’s head struck 
the cot. Then guards picked him 
up and threw him on the bed, and 
pulled down his trousers. For- 
rester held his feet by standing 
with his foot on the guard chain. 

Baker and Hightower, it was 
charged. twisted Hudson's head 
into the bed and held a bianket

Dill hit him 50 to 75 times with 
the strap. 

The guards loosened their hold. 
Hudson fell off the bed to the 
floor, howling. Four guards start- 
ed for the door. The prostrate 
prisoner cried out, “Come back 
and finish killin’ me with your 
pistol. Get me out of my 
misery !”’ 

“He needs some more,” 
guard was quoted as saying. 

Dill, it was charged, then came 
back and hit Hudson several more 
licks while Hudson writhed on the 
floor. 

He lay there after they were 
gone. Fellow convicts picked him 
up and placed him on his cot. 
Hudson's howls were so loud that 
white neighbors of the camp 
heard him 300 yards away. They 
had also heard the blows as they 
struck him. 

Dr. Gaston was summoned at 
about 8 p. m. He administered a 
hypodermic at 8:30. But the beat- 
en man continued yelling. The 
others couldn’t sleep. An hour 
later the doctor came again and

gave him a second hyp®é. Then 
he quieted down. 

In the morning, when the camp 
awoke at 5 o'clock, Hudson did 


not stir. He appeared dead. Dr. 
Gaston was sent for at 7 and he 
verified the general conclusion 
that Roy Hudson was indeed out 
of his misery. According to the 
doctor, he had been dead about 
an hour. 

Supervisor J. Ed Means, who 
had appointed Dill, was notified. 
He rode to the camp with Coro- 
ner George McKoy, who was not 
informed that Hudson had been 


whipped. The body was taken to 
Greenville and embalmed that 
afternoon. 

Ordinarily, those who die desti- 
tute in Greenville county do not 


receive such extra service as em- 
balming. The county buries its 
poor for a flat sum of $12. The 
state charged that the embalming 
erased signs of concussion of the 
brain, allegedly caused when For- 
rester threw the prisoner against 
the iron bed. 

So much for the state’s story 
of the whipping and its fatal 
aftermath. 

The news of the whipping 
reached Coroner McKoy, who has 
made a reputation for himself as 
a righteous official: He began an 
investigation, exhumed the body, 
then conducted an inquest. The 
verdict was that Hudson had died 
of a heart attack induced by ex- 
haustion and corporal punishment 
inflicted by the guards. 

Subsequently Dill, Forrester, 
Baker and Hightower were in- 
dicted for murder. 

The trial, which began March 
19, 1934, was unique in that for 
the first time witnesses who had 


been convicted of crimés were al- 
lowed by law to testify. The 
South Carolina law, permitting 
such testimony, was enacted in 
the present legislature on the 
recommendation of Governor Ibra 
C. Blackwood. 

Circuit Judge G. B. Greene pre- 
sided over the proceedings in gen- 
eral sessions court in Greenville. 
J. G. Leatherwood headed the 
prosecution forces and the attor- 
neys for the defense were James 
H. Price, brilliant criminal law- 
yer, and his partner, James D. 
Poag. 


NEIGHBORS RELATE 
WHAT THEY HEARD. 


First witnesses for the state 
were W. L. Trotter, his wife, M. 
C. Allen and W. A. Hart, all white 
neighbors, who told of hearing 
the strap striking Hudson and his 
agonized yells. Trotter said it 
was so horrifying that he took his 
wife to a neighbor’s home so that 
she would not hear the dreadful 
sounds any more. The men testi- 
fied they visited the camp and 
saw the prisonér lying on his cot. 
No guards were about at this time. 

The courtroom sat up as John 
T. Laster, former convict, took the 
stand and gave an eye-witness 
account of the beating. His story 
is that already given as the state’s 
version of what happened. 

Dr. Gaston testified that he 
treated Hudson on October 18 but 
couldn’t remember just what was 
ailing the prisoner. On the night 
of the 24th, he said, he examined 
Hudson in the light of a kerosene 
lamp. . He said he found the 
groaning convict suffering from 


leakage of the heart, and that he 
might have died at any time 
without excitement. 

Four other doctors testiffed 
that a severe whipping of a per- 
son suffering from such a heart 
ailment, following strenuous exer- 
tion, would hasten death. 

John Westmoreland, colored 
convict, serving time on the chain 
gang for stealing chickens, testi- 
fied that the licking the guards 
gave Hudson was “not so bad.” 
He said that a prisoner is well 
treated so long as he obeys the

rules. He described the whipping 
as already described by Laster, 
except that, according to him, the 
guards had not been quite so 
vigorous as previously testified. 

(Perhaps it should be pointed 
out here that Westmoreland, 
when he testified in the trial, 
was still a trusty at the Tigerville 
camp.) 

James Arnold, serving four 
years for stealing clothing, agreed 
with Laster that Hudson received 
a severe whipping. He said Hud- 
son cried for mercy and asked to 
be put out of his misery with a 
bullet. He said all the convicts 
believed Hudson had not been 
well for some time. 

Henry Jefferson, serving . 10 
months for stealing a pistol, de- 
clared Dill hit Hudson “as hard as 
he could lay it.” Jim Thompson, 
serving time for stealing pork 
chops, said he heard Forrester 
say during the whipping: “I 
wouldn't care if I killed him.” 
Other convicts, five of them, all 
told much the same story as had 
Laster. 

Incidentally, the convict-wit- 
nesses spent one night in the 


one warm night of it,” one was 
heafd to remark to another. His 
companion replied, “Yeah, boy, 
but you'll be back in them cold 
mountains tonight!” 
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The defense first summoned J. 
F. Westbrook and B. M. Thomp- 
son, CWA workers, who said Roy 
Hudson had worked under them, 
using a pick and shovel, and had 
made no complaint about a sore 
arm or leg. 


Then Defendant Forrester*took 
the stand. 
‘ He said that when Hudson 
reached the camp, on Monday, 
October 16, he had said he 
couldn’t work because of rheuma- 


tism in his leg. He did not say 
anything about his heart, For- 
rester declared. Hudson was not 
compelled to work; he merely 
sawed wood one day. 

On Saturday, Forrester con- 
tinued, he called on Hudson’s 
father, who told him that Roy had 
nothing whatever the matter with 
him. 

He said guards usually have a 
strap 18 inches long 15-8 inches 
wide, less than 1-4 inch thick, 
natled on a short stick. 

He denied that he pulled the 
chains from under Hudson’s feet, 
causing him to crack his head 
against the bed. He merely put 
him over the bed and held him 
while Dill administered the whip- 
ping. And it was a moderate 
whipping, he said, only 12 to 15 
licks. 

Forrester denied, too, that Dill 
beat Hudson a second time, that 
Hudson fell off the bed, or that 
he asked to be killed with a 
pistol. 

On cross-examination he said 
that he weighed 233 pounds, that 
he was 39, that he had been a 
guard for eight years, and before 
that had himself served on the 
chain gang. He had known Hud- 
son ever since he was a boy. He 
insisted that there had been no 
drinking at the camp the evening 
of the beating. He reiterated that 
he had not believed there was 
anything wrong with Hudson. 

Defendant Dill took the stand. 

He said he had been a road 
builder for 30 years, and had 
worked county prisoners most of 
his life. He had been in charge of 
the Tigerville camp for 14 
months. He asserted it was neces- 
sary to have rules against fight- 
ing, drinking, gambling, or run- 
ning away. Prisoners, he said. 
were sent to the camp to do hard 
labor, and the strap was neces- 
Sary aS a@ reasonable means of dis- 
cipline. He said the sweat-box 
was not being used any more. 


STRAP WAS THERE 
WHEN DILL ARRIVED. 


On the night of October 24 he 
told the guards, “Come on, boys, 
we will give Hudson a little 
whipping for running away.” He 
related the same story as For- 
rester, 

When Supervisor Mean: put 
him in charge of the camp, he 
continued, he told him to use 
whatever means he saw fit to 
enforce discipline. Means did not 
tell him to whip the prisoners, 
but the strap was there when he 
arrived, and it was still there in 
the box where it was always kept. 
He did not remember whether 
Hudson cried out for mercy. 

Dill asserted it had been a mild 
whipping, and then demonstrated 
in court how hard he struck 
Hudson. The audience laughed 
when he swung the strap with all 
the severity of a mother patting 
her child. 

On cross-examination he ad- 
mitted he failed to tell the coro- 


“You thought Hudson wasn't 
sick?” asked the prosecutor. 
“Yes, that’s right.” 


“Then if Hudson wasn't sick 
you killed a healthy person!” 


“Yes, if he wasn’t sick we 
killed a healthy man,” Dill re- 
plied, “but the doctor said he was 
sick and I take his word for it.” 


Defendant Hightower said he 
held Hudson’s arms during the

whipping. He, too, demonstrated 
how considerately Dill applied the 
strap, and the courtroom crowd 
jeered. He asserted it was the 
general practice to beat prisoners 
who break the rules. 


J. H. Roe, Tigerville merchant 
and farmer, whose home was 100 


yards from the camp, testified he 
heard Hudson moaning. His state- 
ment was a slight surprise to the 
defense forces, for they had ap- 
parently expected him to say that 
he had heard nothing. 


H. T. Chappell, colored embalm- 
er, said he saw no signs of vio- 
lence on the body. He admitted 


he had not looked for evidence of 
foul play. The embalming, he 
said, would have removed blisters 
if the skin were not broken. 8, 
C. Franks, colored undertaker, 
said he had examined the body 
and seen no signs of violence. 

Dr. J. L. Boggs, who performed 
the autopsy after the body was 
exhumed, said that he had found 
no fractures and no external evi- 
dence of injury. 


Supervisor Means also took the 
stand for the defense. He said he 
was in complete control of the 


chain gang camps. He had in- 
structed Dill to enforce discipline 
but no particular methods had 
been discussed. He said he ex- 
amined the body but had seen no 
bruises or cuts. As for the strap, 
he had visited the camp two or 
three times a week and had never 
seen it. 


Judge Greene in his charge to 
the jury pointed out that the laws 
of South Carolina “may be ad- 


ministered in any reasonable 
manner.” Mild whipping, he said, 
was lawful. It devolved upon the 
jury to decide the degree of mild- 
ness or cruelty. 


He stated that if a person 
Shortens the life of another by as 
little as one minute, it is murder. 

The jury got the case at 6 p. m. 
March 21. When early balloting 
showed a dea“lock, they were 
locked up for the night. In the 
morning they received further in- 
structions as to the law, and also 
listened to a re-reading of Dr. 
Gaston’s testimony. They deliber- 
ated all morning, still without 
agreement. At 11:45 a. m. Judge 
Greene ordered a mistrial. 

The second trial is set for the 
May term of court.

A brave try at restoring real 
vaudeville to Broadway in “Varie- 
ties” at the handsome casino, 
found the whole hardened artery 
pulling for a hit.

More big stars 
of the stage, the screen and the 
air were graduated from that 
branch of entertainment than, 
perhaps, all others combined. 

With the declension of these 
specialty shows, not only were 
they cruelly missed by the mil- 
lions who loved them and the 
thousands of established and ris- 
ing artists who thrived therein, 
but those foreminded ones of us 
who regard the theater as an es- 


sential of modern life gazed out 
toward a bare horizon in wonder- 
ing whither would come the play- 
ers of the next generation. 


Vaudeville still does and always 
must sprinkle all branches of pro- 
fessional amusements. But with 
its disintegration as an entity it 
loses its power as a school to at- 
tract the young and unseasoned 
and to rear in required numbers 
the growing future stars. 

Broadway, the birthplace of 
“variety,” is its last stand! We 
met it with the hope that it 
didn’t come home to diel 
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HE world may be round but indus- 

trial design is leaning to the ovoid. 

The egg, which is one of the first 

shapes on record, is standing a good 
many things on end. Houses, locomotives, 
ships, automobiles, aircraft . coffee cups, 
too, and sofa cushions, if you like . . . have 
discovered that they can function better if they 
pattern themselves after an egg. 

Therefore, in a few years the diversified 
dimensions of today—which are rapidly grow- 
ing egg-wise—will be replaced by ovoid shapes. 
Then life will really get going! 

This is the opinion of Raymond Loewy, 
famous industrial engineer and des'gner, who 
is responsible, in large part, for the ovoid trend. 
Mr. Loewy, who has already put his ideas 
to work in automobiles, Pullman cars, houses, 
radios, pencil sharpeners and a score of other 
things, believes that in five years the egg will 
he recognized everywhere as symbolic of in- 
dustrial progress. 

If you think that four square walls are go- 
ing to protect you from rain and wind, in a 
dozen years, you are very much mistaken. The 
walls will not be square. The house of the 
future sounds like an air-castle—and one thing 
is certain, says Loewy. It won't touch 
ground ! 

**A house should never touch the ground,’ 
the industrial designer says. “The house of 
the future will be built six inches above the 
face of the earth so a layer of air will come 
between it and the ground. The air will act 
as an insulator between the house and ground. 
Ground contracts and expands, with cold and 
heat, and affects a house that clings to it. 


@©A7O concrete or plaster will enter into the 
L construction of this house. Steel or a 
similar metal composition will compose it. For 
a covering it will use canvas that is painted in 
graduated colors. | 
“This house will have a small furnace, that 
can be placed anywhere. It will have no 
plaster, no variable qualities. A liquid-rubber 
latex will make the walls. This surface won't 
scratch, heat and cold wont affect it, and 
there will be no need for papering. A house 
will keep its layer of this substance forever. 
“The house of the future will achieve a 
sense of freedom by an increase in the dimen- 
sion of all openings, such as doors and win- 
dows, in order to flood the rooms with sun- 
leht. The roof will be flat in order to pro- 
vide additional recreation space and will be 
connected to the kitchen with a dumb-waiter. 
“This roof wall be accessible through an 
outdoor ramp with a low declivity, designed 
to insure good draimage and heat msulation. A 
shallow swimming pool might be included.” 
The house will be dehydrated. Nothing 
containing water will go into its construction. 


The house itself will be built of glass. But 
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A glimpse at the city of the future, when

This effect will be obtained by spraying one 
side with a fine spray of silver which reflects 
light to those on the outside, but lets those 


inside see out. 


eh brief, you can live in glass houses and 

throw all the stones you want to throw, 
without pulling down your own blinds. There 
wont be any to pull, anyway. 

Lamps, m the house of a few years from 
now, will be used to obscure instead of to 
create light. Mr. Loewy believes. Walls will 
be aglow with radiance. When darkness is 
desired lamps will be turned on to get it. 
Shadows, too, will be out of the picture. for 
the egg-shaped houses will be constructed in a 
way to banish them forever. 

“The houses of a few years from now will 
be arranged to offer a clear separation between

living, sleeping, exercising 
and housekeeping quarters,” 
the originator of the egg- 
shaped structures explains. 
“The garage and servants’ 
quarters will be accessible 
through the house but as re- 
mote as possible from the 
living ‘quarters.”” 

The garage will be equip 
ped with photo-electrically- 
operated doors. They will 
open ata glance. The 
doors will stand at both 
ends, too. Days of back- 


cupboards, grouped as a “U,” and the cook 
will operate from the center of the horseshoe. 
The floor of this unit will be slightly counter- 
sunk. It can be cleaned through flushing. 
Mops and pails will vanish. 

Windows will extend from the floor to the 
ceiling. So will doors. Lighting controls will 
be centered in a box near the main entrance. 


¢¢— FOUSES of the future won't be built in 
cities,’ Loewy afhrms. ‘‘They will be 
in the country, away from industry. But au- 
tomobiles and locomotives will provide such 
rapid transit that no one will mind living in 
the country. Automobiles, by that time, will 
-e running on ‘ails. Their speed will average 
‘00 miles an hour. . ...” 
In fact, he freely admits that there will be 
o automobile manufactured, in a few years, 
rat will travel less than 100 miles an hour. 
{he automobiles will be noted for their visi- 
bihty as well as their speed. They, too, will 
be made from the new glass which lets the 
rider look out and no one 


look in. Clandestine meet- 
ings can be held on any 
highway and nobody can tell 
who is passing by—or park- 
ing. 

This automobile, of 
course, will look like an egg. 
An animated, moving egg. 


“The egg shape is func- 
tionally perfect,” Mr. 
Loewy explains. “It does 
away with corners and an- 
gles. It moves with small 
resistance. 

Engines will be at the 
rear of the new motor ve- 
hicles. They belong there, 
now, Mr. Loewy believes, 
but human nature 1s slow to 
change, so manufacturers 
keep them at the front. 

The headlight of this car 
will be built-in. The wind- 
shield will be triangular in 
shape, so the wind, break- 


ing out will be ended for- 
ever. 

Horizontal lines will be emphasized. Fur- 
niture will be built-in. Round corners, which 
banish shadows, will grant more freedom of 
motion. Ihe kitchen will contain a range, 
refrigerator, sink, dishwashing machine, and

ing on the sides, will be sent 
back with the same motion 
that spray is tossed off by the prow of a boat. 
The top of the car will be steel, and the glass 
will curve at the front and sides to permit the 
occupants to enjoy greater visibility. And the 
automobile will be airconditioned,

e¢¢fPAILROAD cars will be made of 

aluminum, Mr. Loewy. prophesies. 
“The body of the car will not be painted. The 
cars will be smaller, faster, lower, and possess 
much more efficiency and comfort than those 
of our present systems. Each car will be pear- 
shaped.” 

‘Trains will be composed of fewer cars— 
only three or four—and there will be much 
more frequent departures of these trains. One 
might say that they will leave in sections. It 
you miss one, there will be another along in 
half an hour or so. In fact, the 30-minute 
schedule is quite possible.” 

No gadgets will show on the locomotive 
which Mr. Loewy has already designed and 
which is being considered by one of -he world’s 
largest railways. The gadgets, placed at the 
front, will be covered. A hood will conceal 
all pipes. Another hood will compiete the 
cover-up process for such things as the bell 
and whistle. 

Instead of sitting in a plush or leather chair, 
when the cars of tomorrow begin to fly along 
the silver rails, you will have easy lounging 
chairs, tables and desks at your disposal. You 
will proceed in comfort—and the engine will 
carry its egg-shaped burden so much more 
easily than it draws its coaches today that you 
wouldn't louk at your watch nearly as much 
as you ordinarily do, anyway. 

This same lighting effect that will be used 
for houses and cars will be used on public 
highways. The after-the-theater crowds won't 
be able to tell if they have seen a night show 
or a matinee, if they are judging by the bright- 
ness of the streets. Only a glance starward, 
in. search of the moon, will solve the time prob- 
lem. 


Wf Melon airplane of the coming day will also 
resemble an egg. Already its lines are 
getting away to the streamline pattern. Diri- 
gibles, while starting off with an egg-wise effect, 
don’t end up with the ovoid patt>rn. But air- 
planes will, Mr. Loewy predicts. 

Ocean liners, as designed by the famous 
industrialist artist, will also startle deep sea fish 
with their ovoid dimensions. Funnels wil] have 
streamlines. Bunks will be removed from state- 
rooms. Beds, wide and soft and comfortable, 
are one of the first requisites for the ships which 
the designer is planning. 

“The machine will become man’s slave as 
soon as we learn that it will serve us much 
more efhciently if encased in the egg-shaped 
coverings,’ Mr. Loewy maintains. “Life is 
going to be simpler, happier, more enjoyable 
when the new designs replace the old. 

“There is the question of living in the coun- 
try, for example. Always as civilization 
progresses people yearn, more and more. to 
get back to nature. With the imcreased ac- 
commodations and speed of locomotion afford- 
ed by automobiles and railroads all people will 
be able to live far away from their places of 
business.” 

There will be less work, teo.

In his youth, Dr Siever studied at the Uni- 
versity of Michigan, at Ann Arbor. He was an 
officer in the American army during the World 
War and was cited for bravery. He had resided 
in Pasadena for about fifteen years, was emi- 
nently successful at his profession and reputedly 
well-off. He was forty-four. | 

Friends, anxious to aid authorities, recalled 
that he was a dabbler in the occult, a great stu- 
dent of the mystic arts. His professional cards 
bore beneath his name the Jegend: ‘Aesthetics 
in Dentistry,” and his office assistant played 
soft, dreamy music on a hidden phonograph 
while he worked the drills on his patient’s teeth. 

Everyone admitted Dr. Siever was blessed 
with great personal charm. His ability to sing, 
his obsession for fine music and his debonair ap- 
pearance had won him high social recognition. 
And his success, of course, brought to him many 
women from all walks of life. Some of these 
found in the bachelor dentist an agreeable com- 
panion and some, an ardent suitor. 
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But Not One of the Beauties Could Cast 
Any Light on the Rainstorm Slaying of 
the Rich Society Dentist Who Drilled 
Their Teeth to Glamorous Music, Till 
Bullets Found Their Mark; Then Came 
the Crude Blackmail Letter and the 
Victim’s Costly Wrist Watch 
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FIND THE WOMAN! 


That was the first police command when Dr. 
Leonard Siever, handsome young society 
dentist, of Pasadena, Calif., was found mys- 
teriously slain. Detectives found not one 
but fifty women, all beautiful, whom they 
questioned about the dentist’s life. Drawing 
by George Kerr shows the policeman’s flash- 
light illuminating fourteen members of the 
dazzling galaxy.

They were qués- 
tioned at length. Now 
and then one suggested a 
new lead. Sometimes the trail: 
grew hot; it seemed that the 
solution was at hand; that only a 
thin curtain shielded the slayer. 

To add tn these sensations, the 
murderer even wrote a blackmail letter 
to one of the beautiful women in the case 
and—brazenly inclosed the watch torn from 
Dr. Siever’s wrist by his assassin: Authorities 
planned atrap, but it was never sprung. Appar- 
ently sensing what the police 
were about, the murderer was 
not heard from again. 

Anonymous letters, naming 
different persons as the killer 
were received, investigated, 
found worthless. One woman, 

Mrs. Yvonne Howard, even con- 
fessed the crime, only to admit 
later her story was a hoax. 
There were hints of a “‘kiss of 
death” implanted on the den- 
tist’s cheek by a stunning red- 
headed woman a few hours be- 
fore the slaying: And rumors 
- that the dentist had been seen 
through a window making vio- 
lent love to a married woman. 
Popular interest and official in- 
vestigation naturally centered 
in the many beautiful women 
a had figured in Dr. Siever’s 
ife. 

Police had little to work on 
at first. Besides looking for the 
beauty they referred.to as the 
“mysterious visitor,” they sought 
witnesses who could account for 

Dr. Siever’s actions during 
the twenty-five minutes af- 
ter he left his office. 

His sedan had been 
parked all day in the cathe- 
dral courtyard. It should 
have taken him only a min- 
ute to walk there. He must 
have been delayed. But 
how? Why? By whom? 
* One shopkeeper was 
sure he saw Dr. Siever meet 
a woman on the street, stop 
to talk with her in the rain 
and then walk away with 


STRIKINGLY beautiful young woman, 

about 26, brunette and expensively clothed, 

rushed breathlessly into the fashionable 
dental offices of Dr. Leonard Siever, in Pasadena, 
California. 

A mid-winter rainstorm was raging outside, 
but she had braved it to deliver a vital message 
to the handsome young dental surgeon. He 
greeted her in the luxurious reception rooms. She 
flew to his side, seized hs arm, began whispering 
excitedly. 

They conversed in low tones for scarcely five 
minutes. Then the young woman left, as hurried- 
ly as she had entered. Dr. Siever, obviously agi- 
tated, donned street clothes, took his umbrella 
and brief case and left shortly afterwards. 

He paused in the lobby of the building, ap- 
parently in deep thought. “Well—I guess I’d 
better go,’”’ he mumbled to the elevator operator, 
squared his shoulders and stepped into the 
stormy darkness. The hour was 
ten minutes past six in the eve- 
ning. 

What occurred in the next 
twenty-five minutes fs something 
Pasadena police would like very 
much to find out. For at 6:30 
that evening, Dr. Siever was shot 
to death—brutally murdered — 
beside his expensive motor car 
in the courtyard of the Scottish 
Rite Cathedral, just a minute’s 
walk from his office. 

This was the unique beginning 
of one of the most colorful crime 
mysteries of recent months. It is 
a tale which might easily have 
been taken from the pages of a 
highly imaginative book of detec- 
tive stories. 

Even the very death itself had 
that weird glamour which is so 
dear to the hearts of the fiction 
writers. Dr. Siever breathed his 
last at the feet of a stone sphinx, 
one of the architectural decora- 
tions of the cathedral. So far as 
the police know, this sphinx was 
the only witness to the crime— 
and a sphinx. traditionally, is for- 
ever silent. 

A score of California’s crack 
sleuths were assigned to the tase, 
have worked night and day on it 
but with little suecess. Following 
the time-honored police theory

The killer had stolen the contents of Dr. Sie- 
ver’s wallet, probably a large amount of money, 
besides stripping his fine watch from his wrist. 
The investigators were of the belief this was 
done to make it appear robbery was the motive 
for the slaying. But they were certain this was 
no ordinary bandit killing. 

— The autopsy established that Dr, Siever had 
been shot once through the head and once 
through the heart. Either bullet would have 
been fatal instantly. Detectives thought the first 
one was fired into his head back of his right ear, 
apparently.as he had started to unlock his car. 

Judging from the angle the first bullet tore 
through the head, detectives deduced that it had 
been fired by someone shorter in stature than the 
dentist, possibly a. woman. They also deduced

With these physical facts before them, the in- 
vestigators sought out Dr. Siever’s friends and 
acquaintances, questioned them, dug into his 
private life. 

Leonard Siever, they found, had been born

Guards were placed at Mrs. Cooke’s home 
ind in the telephone exchange of her building.

And so the police found themselves back vir- 
ually where they started from, with a murdered 


criminal Jig-saw puzzle. 

On another occasion detec- 
tives believed they had a red- 
hot clue. They had learned 

that Dr. Siever, a year before, had been engaged 
to a prominent society girl, but he had broken 
the troth because she was insanely jealous. This 
woman was quoted as saying she. would “never 
let any other woman take up with him where she 
had left off.” 

The detectives investigated this angle for sev- 
eral days, then announced they were satisfied 
the woman knew nothing about the mystery. 
And so another hope was blasted. The authori- 
ties steadfastly refused to divulge this womans 


name, 

Muriel Hanson, a dancer, 
communicated with police 
about this time, said she had 
been engaged to the doctor a 
few years before, but had 
broken it because she feared 
his strange moodiness. 


Miss Hanson revealed that 
Dr. Siever found delight in 
prowling through the under- 
world districts and visiting 

strange bohemian cafes 
where he would seek ac- 
quaintances with femi- 
nine waifs “just to talk 
to them.”

death. It was agreed that he had been nervous,

MAY IN THE VEGETABLE GARDEN

HERE is no good reason 

why the vegetable garden 

cannot be a thing of 
Beauty as well as a thing of prac- 
tical value. There was a time 
when kitchens were supposed to 
be ugly, dirty, black places and, 
even though they were clean. 
little thought was given to their 
being attractive and well lighted. 
Things have changed in the 
house, however, and now it is not 
an unusual thing to find the 
kitchen one of the most attractive 
rooms in the house. 

This same trend has been very 
evident in the kitchen garden too, 
and it is not unusual to find prac- 
tical, efficient vegetable gardens 
that are highly ornamental things 
and are adding considerable beau- 
ty to the home grounds. 

One of the favorite decorative 
schemes in the vegetable garden 
is the addition of a bird bath. 
This has come about largely due 
to the fact that so often it be- 
comes necessary to use the hose 
in the vegetable garden and gives 
the gardener a wonderfu! easy 
opportunity to fill the bird bath 
with water. It is quite an ad- 
Vantage at-a great many times 
to have birds in the garden. Al- 
though there are times when 
they will be eating the fruits and 
vegetables, at most times they 


will be found to be busy catch- 
ing various sorts of insects, flies 
and bugs. They are a fine insecti- 
cide, and seldom need much hu- 
man assistance. 

But above all. if there happens 
to be a shady corner in or near 
the garden, install a good com- 
fortable bench there. It will 
make an ideal spot to sit and 
shell peas and butter beans, as 
well as to string the green beans, 
a much more attractive place dur- 
ing the spring and summer to do 
this kitchen work than in the 
hot house. 

Another scheme that is followed 
in brightening up the vegetable 
garden is that of combining the 
cut flowers with the vegetable 
garden. When the first row of 
radishes has been harvested, re- 
plant with a crop of gladiolus 
bulbs for cut flowers in the house. 
Almost all of the annual flowers 
mav be used in this manner, and 
they will grow as well or better 
in the vegetable garden as in the 
flower garden proper. 

It is a common sight in the 
country to see the old-fashioned 
Russian sunflower used as a bor- 
der crop against the fence to add 
to the beauty of the vegetable 
garden. These plants have two 
uses: as a border hed%e and for 
chicken feed. They produce one

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of the finest chicken feeds possi- 
ble to obtain. There has been 
introduced within the past three 
or four years a new sunflower, 
sometimes called Japanese and 
sometimes called chrysanthemum 
flowered sunflower. Regardless 
of. the name, it is a beautiful 
plant. With a more dwarf habit 
of growth than the mammoth 
Russian. it is better suited to add- 
ing beauty to the garden. The 
flowers are very double and make 
a most attractive cut flower. The 
flower heads are four to six inches 
in diameter and the stalks vary 
from four to six feet in height, 
according to the richness of the 
soil. The entire flower is a rich 
golden yellow color and a solid 
mass of as finely cut and finish- 
ed flower as any of the famous 
varieties of chrysanthemums. 
Thev will be a welcome addition 
to the house all summer long for 
cut flowers. 

There are any number of ways 


in which the garden may be im- 
proved and a little thought with 
reference to its beauty will make 
it most attractive. Wouldn't a 
vegetable garden laid out in beds 
with walks all about be almost as 
attractive as a flower garden, 
particularly if there are some 
flowers planted about through the 
garden for the proper color. 


We have strayed quite a_bit 
from the text—but we are still 
thinking about Mav in the garden 
and what may and should be 
planted. 


With the introduction of May 
into the garden, we enter an en- 
tirely new era in the vegetable 
garden, because we enter into an 
entirely new phase of weather for 
the vear. We have definitely 
passed any dangers of frost or cool 
weather and may expect real hot 
weather from this time on. 


There are a number of vege- 
tables that should not be planted 
until! the ground is good and 
warm and now is the time that 
they may be planted with every 
assurance that they will grow and 
grow well. It really is a disad- 
vantage to attempt to plant these 
heat-loving plants too early. as 
they will only be stunted by the 
cool evenings. 

The first hot weather crop that

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comes into every gardener’s mind 
is okra. Okra is seldom planted 
before April 15 and, for best re- 
sults, from the list to the 10th of 
May is usually the ideal time. 
Only a row or two will supply 
most families with as much okra 
as they will care to eat, as it 
bears prolifically. 


There are three very distinct 
varieties that are . commonly 
planted in this section of the 
south, White Velvet, Perkins, and 
Dwarf. The White Velvet is the 
most popular of all, and the sort 
commonly seen on the market 
here in Atlanta. It is a fairly 
short smooth white okra. Per- 
kins is a larger, longer, rough 
variety that is green in color. It 
is not uniisual for this variety to 
grow six feet high, and the pods 
are often as long as nine or ten 
inches. 

There is a new variety that is 
becoming very popular in the 
home vegetable garden, although 
it is not being grown commer- 
cially to any considerable extent. 
This new variety is a dwarf okra, 
the stalks seldom growing more 
than four to five feet on the 
richest of soils, the pods fairly 
small, uniform in size and light 
green in .color. 

May is potato planting time in 
Atlanta. Of all the strictly south- 
ern plants, there are few more 
widely planted and more widely 
enjoyed than the old-fashioned 
sweet potato. Here in the south, 
we prefer a juicy yam, and the 
best variety for this purpose is 
the Porto Rico yam. mese may 
be planted now in rows at least 
three feet apart. After they have 
grown for four or five weeks the 
runners that have started may be 
cut off and these same runners 
stuck back into the ground to 
start new plants. Some people 
claim that better potatoes are 
grown from the runners than 
from the regular potato slips. 
However, as many people dis- 
agree, so we will sit up on the 
fence and guess that there is 
probably little difference. 


The vine crops are all heat- 
lovers and will grow well planted 
now. The leading vine crop in 
point of popularity and almost 
universal use, is the squash. The 
favorite variety planted is the 
Yellow Summer Crookneck, some- 
times called Gooseneck. This is 
a fast growing early variety and 
some squash may be taken from 
the plants within less than two 
months from planting time. The 
round white and round yellow 
varieties are even earlier than the 
crookneck and have a little differ- 


* 


ent habit of growth, as they grow 
more in bush form. 

The butter or lima beans are a 
little more tender and are, there- 
fore, seldom planted as early as 
their brothers or cousins, or what- 
ever they are—the string beans. 
The first of May is a fine time 
for planting them. Both the bush 
and the running varieties may be 
planted now. Most people prefer 
the white varieties, but the colored 
ones have a host of friends. If 
you have never planted any of 
the colored ones, try a row of the 
Jackson Wonder bush lima beans. 
It may give you a splendid sur- 
prise that you will enjoy all sum- 
mer. 

By the way, although the round 
varieties of radishes have trouble 
when planted late, the long-root- 
ed kinds will grow fine right on 
through the summer. The most 
important one thing necessary for 
good, tender radishes is that they 
be planted in rich soil and grown 
just as fast as possible. Fertilize 
them thoroughly at planting time 
and give them another great big 
meal about every two or three 
weeks. They are just like little 
boys, they love to eat and eat 
often. The main difference be- 
tween radishes and little boys is 
that they prefer some commercial 
fertilizer, analyzing about 10-6-4, 
to strawberry short-cake. 

BUGS. 

For the past week or ten days 
we have been besieged with ques- 
tions about bugs. If there are as 
many bugs as there have been 
questions, there are certainly 
plenty of bigs around Atlanta. 


In combating these old friends 
of ours, there is just one thing 
necessary to find before prescrib- 
ing a good treatment for their 
death. Age they sucking insects 
or do they eat the plant? If 
they are eating or chewing in- 
sects_as they are usually called, 
any of the good arsenical poisons 
will be very effective. Arsenate 
of lead, either as a powder or as 
a dust, arsenate of lead combined 
with bordeaux, both will be effec- 
tive remedies for these chewing 
insects. 

For the sucking insects, such as 
the little green and white aphis. 
which are found on roses and 
peonies so much now, and are 
also seen on nasturtiums, a differ- 
ent sort of spray is necessary. 
Since these little fellows do not 
chew, but only suck the sap from 
the plant, a stomach poison can- 
not reach them. Bor their death, 
the best preparation is nicotine 
sulphate or black leaf 40, as it is 
more often called. This nicotine 


sulphate lets off a gas that 
smothers the insects. 


There is a spray that is effec- 
tive against both the chewing in- 
sects and the sucking insects and 


one that is coming into more and 
more widespread use as time goes 
on and as more and more people 
learn of its virtues and try it out 
These sprays are built on a 
pyrethrum basis. This pyreth- 
rum, on coming in contact with 
the air, lets off a gas that will 
kill almost every kind of an in- 
sect. At the same time, it is one 
of the few insecticides that is 
perfectly harmless to animals and 
people. This is a very fine con- 
trol for the Mexican bean beetle. 
Up to the present time we have 
heard nothing about this old 
friend of long standing, but we 
are expecting to hear from him on 
almost any mail now. 

One other class of insects—or 
more correctly, one other class of 
disease—and we will be through 
with the bugs and trouble. Roses 
should be watched carefully for 
any appearance of black spot or 
blight. Or even a better method 
is to dust these plants as a pre- 
ventative measure about once 
every ten days or two weeks. 
There is a best spray for these 
diseases. It is known as Massey 
dust and is composed of nine

The fact that unconventional 
leads and unconventional , plays 
will sometimes win does not de- 
tract in any way from the value 
of conventions, which are based 
on the actual experience of a 
vast number of bridge players.
